Washington, Sept. 28, 1903. 

The President has returned to the 
White House, cabinet officials are com- 
ing back from their country homes and 
members of Congress are once more 
on the streets of Washington, 
which have resumed their customary 
lively appearance, after the quiet of the 
summer months. Both the President 
and Mrs, Roosevelt are looking well. 
That cannot be denied, although more 
must not be said as it seriously annoys 
Mr. Roosevelt to be told that he is 
stout. He indignantly denies the charge 
that he is growing stouter. ‘‘It is per- 
fectly preposterous to say that I weigh 
220 pounds,’’ said recently, to a 
friend at Oyster Bay. ‘‘I weigh nothing 
of the kind. [ never weighed over 208 
in my life and I weigh only 196 today."’ 
Hoe that he does 
not need to take exercise to keep down 
his weight but that he has been riding 
bard every day and chopping wood for 
an hour each day merely to keep him- 
self in ‘‘good condition.’’ With the

Washington for some days house huat-

was, until recently, occupied by the 
Assistant Secretary of War and Mrs, 
Sanger, For many years Mr. Cannon 


has lived, during the sessions of Con- 
gress, at a modest hostelry where enter- 
taining was impossible, but from the 
fact that he has taken a hoase it is 
believed that expects to entertain 
hereafter as becomes the Speaker of the 
House. His will be presided 
Miss Cannon assisted by her 
sister, Mrs, Le Fuere, who will spend 
the season in Washington. 

One of the busiest men in the national 
capital these days is Elliot Woods, 
superintendent of the capitol. Mr. 
Woods received instructions to 
have the capitol in readiness for the 
special session on November 9, Work- 
men are busily engaged in both Sonate 
and House, polishing the handsome 
mahogany desks, retouching the wood- 
work and walls and holystoning aud 
oiling the floors, preparatory to laying 
the handsome velvet carpets with which 
both chambers are furnished. The 
green and gold carpet which was _pur- 
chased for the Senate last year will be 
relaid but the House is to havea new 
one. Rocherman, an understudy of the 
late Brumidi, the artist whose work 
adorns the rotunda of the capitol, has 
spent the greater part of the summer in 
frescoing the Speaker's lobby, which is 
now more ornate than ever. Mr, 
Woods, in order to accommodate the 
new Congress has placed 400 desks in the 
chamber, the actual number needed being 
but 385, and the extra 15 being added 
to preserve the symmetry of the arrange- 
ment, A new steam table has been 
constructed in the Senate restaurant 
and everywhere about the capitol there 
is an appearance of bustle and antici- 
pation, The proprietor of the Senate 
and House restaurants is in some doubt 
as to its profits this year. They have 
been unusually handsome in the past 
but a goodly share of them bas accrued 
from the sule of liquor. By a provision 
in the Immigration bill passed at the 
last session no more liquor can be sold in 
the capitol and this source of revenue 
will be cut off. 

The most importantevent of the week 
just ended has been the expiration of 
the limit on the Panama canal 
treaty which ended at midnight on 
September 22, At that moment the 
Hay-llerran treaty passed into history 
as a convention ratified by the Senate 
of the United States and repudiated by 
the Colombian Congress. At this time 
and distance, it is difficult to form an 
accurate estimate of the causes which 
lead to Colombian’s action but the 
latest information received from Bogota, 
the Colombian capital, is brought by 
two Colombian politicians who allege 
that purely local causes lead to the de- 
feat of treaty. They say that a 
presidential election is to occar in 
December and that the reelection of 
Marroquino will be bitterly contested by 
anumber of candidates. It was the 
firm belief of all of the candidates that 
the payment into the Colombian 
treasury of the $10,000,000 purchase 
price during the Marroquin administra- 
tion would mean Marroquin’s reelection 
and for that reason all worked for the 
defeat of the treaty. It is freely 
intimated, however, that when a new 
president is elected he will be ready to 
negotiate a treaty on entirely reasonable 
terms and, in view of the prevalent be- 
lief that the Panama is much the better 
route, it is regarded as probable that 
the President wiil permit the matter to 
drift for the present. Adams,

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Honourables Arrive. 


Boston harbor took on a gala ap- 
pearance yesterday when the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Company’s 
great Dominion liner Mayflower, soon 
to be rechristened the Crectic of the 
White Star line, entered the port with 
the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London on board. Arrangements had 
been made for such a reception as has 
perhaps never before been given to a 
merchantman. 

The United States government was 
represented by the cruiser Chicago, the 
French government by the cruiser 
Troude. A third great power was 
represented by the second class cruiser 
Retribution of the British navy, a 
vessel. of 3,600 tons, placed midway 
between the Chicago and the Troude. 

Beside these ships of war, two United 
States training ships witnessed the 
Mayflower’s mooring; the Enterprise 
just returned from a foreign cruise, 
with Massachusetts boys on board, and 
the Reliance, a sister ship with appren- 
tices for the United States navy. These 
two vessels were anchored further down 
the harbor, making the naval display 
extend over two miles of water. 

An imposing military pageant fol- 
lowed when the Honourable Artil- 
lery Company of Londun disembarked 
from the docks of the Dominion Line 
in Charlestown. When the English 
military men marched out from the 
Mayflower, they were greeted by their 


escorts: the 1st Corpsof Cadets, the 
Ist Heavy Artillery, the 6th In- 
faniry, the 8th Infantry, the {th In- 


fantry, the National’ Lancers, and the 
British Army and Navy Veterans, with 
representations of the 66th Regiment of 
Halifax. The column of about 2,000 
men then marched through the streets 
of Boston, and were reviewed by 
Meyor P. A. Collins and Governor 
Jobn L. Bates,to Young's Hotel, where 
the visitors are to be quartered during 
their stay.

Observe those who eat their complex 
foods carelessly and hastily, and you 
will see at a glance the conditions that 
necessitate a complete rest every now 
and then, or an early nervous break- 
down. 

‘*In my close observation in the last 
twenty years I find very few people in 
our common struggle for existence who 
can for any length of time eat carelessly 
of complex foods. At forty or fifty a 
man may perhaps have accumulated 
wealth, but not health; and of what 
earthly use is the first without the 
second? Many persons in the genera- 
tion gone before have eaten pies at least 
once a day, but they have not had meat 
three times a day, nor have they rushed 
at our pace. They gave more time to 
the digestion of the pie.

The Unsightly Storm Door. 

Our climate, with of

less, than the solid, except the latter 
be of such a wood as white pine, Ifa 
door is to show a natural finish of hard 
wood, the veneered may be made lighter 
than the solid, and therefore easier to 
swing and less likely to sag on its 
hinges. Elaburately paneled doors are 
less likely to stand well than simply 
paneled, but very wide panels are more 
likely to warp or split than narrow 
ones. The more exposed the front 
door, the greater the weight that should 
be given to these considerations in its 
design,

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New Schoolhouse. 


There will be some informal éxercises 
in celebration of the opening of the new 
Washington school, Friday afternoon, 
the 23d, at 2.30. They will be of a 
simple character, consisting of compo- 
Sitions, recitations, dialogues, etc., by 
the children, with possibly a little 
speech-making in the upper grades. 

No special invitations will be sent 
out, but all parents and friends of the 
school are cordially invited to be pres- 
ent to listen to the exercises and -after- 
wards inspect the building. 

In addition to the $77 raised by the 
lecture last spring about $60 more have 
been given for the purchase of pictures 
and casts. Considerable more has been 
promised and will be forthcoming. 
Nearly all the pictures purchased with 
this fund will be in place on the open- 
ing day. 

The new building will be occupied a 
few days before the 23d, but the princi- 
pal and teachers desire to get the chil- 
dren alittle used to their new surround- 
ings before they receive visitors. 

McLean & Wright were the architects 
of the new building which has been 
built at a cost of $55,000. The new 
structure, which is of a pleasing style 
of architecture, is of brick with slated 
roof, two stories in height and 134x69 
feet in length. The building has two 
fronts. 

There are three entrances, two being 
on the south side, which faces Washing- 
ton street, and one on the north side, 
facing Curtis avenue. Tho entrance at 
both ends leads into two rooms in the 
basement, each being 68x37 feet in 
length, the room on the east side being 
for boys and that on the west for girls. 
The sanitary arrangements are of the 
most modern character. In the base- 
ment there is a large boiler and coal 
room. 

The building is heated by the gravity 
system, two large 48 tubular boilers be- 
ing used, one of which is of small size, 
for summer use in heating vent flues. 
In addition to indirect heating, there 
are coils around the walls of each class 
room and under the windows, to use at 
night to keep the windows warm. 

On the first floor there are five class 
rooms, each being 27x33 feet. There is 
a@ master’s room, containing a book 
cabinet, book closet and toilet room. 
On the right of the Curtis avenue en- 
trance there is a janitor’s closet and 
coat room. Each class room has a 
separate coat room, fitted with umbrella 
stands and all modern conveniences. 

On the second floor there is a teachers’ 
reception room 22xl5feet. Opening off 
of this there isanother room containing 
16 lockers and leading from this there 
isa toilet room. Each 
connected with the master’s room by 
bells and speaking tubes. They are 
equipped with automatic clocks. These 
rooms have two book closets, one 
cabinet and four-feet slate blackboards. 
The building is lighted by gas and is 
wired for electric lights. The entire 
finish is of hard pine. The ceiling and 
walls are tinted in light colors.

Dubuque Law Defied. 


Maurice Gurney, driver of L. M,

The Orthodox Hebrews of Quincy, in 
common with their race all over the 
country, Tuesday observed ‘*Succoth,’’ 
the feast of tabernacles, which com- 
memorates the coming of the Hebrews 
from the desert of Egypt. 

On this day the Hebrews are expected 
toe eat out of doors in booths, especially 
constructed for that purpose. 

The observance commenced on 
Tuesday in Quincy, when all attended 
services at their synagogue on School 
street. 

At the morning service, 
brief, the citron and palm 
brought from Palestine were 
by the Rabbi. 

After Succoth came four working 
days, Wednesday, Thursday, Friday 
aod Sunday, and Monday night at sun- 
down begins the feast of Hoshonna rab- 
bah, or the great hosanna, a day ob- 
served with great solemnity, On this 
day prayers are said for the crops, 
prayers that rain shall come at the 
proper time, and that there shall be an 
abundance of everything for the year to 
come. 

The last day of feasting will be Oct. 
14, the feast of Simchas Torah, or the 
rejoicing of the law. On this day the 
Hebrew celebrates tu his heart's con- 
tent, and it is the one day inthe year 
when the Hebrew feels at liberty to 
drink all he pleases. In the synagogues 
special services take place from morn- 
ing until night. 

The most interesting is a march of 
the congregation, bearing the sacred 
scrolls or Torah, around the synagogue.

Some Court Figures. 


Probation officer Francis A. Spear 
reports the whole number of criminal 
cases before the district court of East 
Norfolk for September to have been 
128, or thirty cases less than in the 
corresponding mouth Jast year. It is 
also thirty less than in the month of 
August, 1903. 

The total number of cases this year 
to Oct. 1, is 1504, an increase of 50 
over the corresponding period last year. 

Of the cases this year, 701 were for 
drunkenness, an increase of 102 over 
last year.

New Freight Yard. 


Work on the new freight yard, en- 
trance to which is from Granite street, 
is progressing and it will not be long 
now before it is putintouse. Although 
at preseut there is but one switch to 
the yard from the mainline, spur tracks 
have been built from it, so that there 
are now ten spur tracks running parallel 
with the main line. These should 
furnish accommodation for at least one 
hundred cars. The spur to the yard 
leaves the main line from the outward 
track just south of the School street 
bridge. 

The new freight house will be located 
near Granite street at a point about 
half way between Goffe and Whitwell 
streets. The frame work of this build- 
ing has been raised and a large gang of 
carpenters are at work upon it. 

As the building will be of sheathing, 
it will not be many days before it will 
be ready for use. It is something like 
75 or SO feet in length, and a number 
of cars can be accommodated at the 
house at one time. 

Teamsters fear at first it will be hard 
pulling through the new gravel and it 
doubtless will be, It will not be long, 
however, before there will be a good 
broad road in the yard.

—The license tax of $15 on non-resi- 
dent hunters in Maine has not had any 
considerable effect.

—A hospital, to cost $75,000, is to 
be erected in Chicago, tbe physicians 
of which must use nv alcohol in their 
prescriptions. The hospital will be 
called the Frances E. Willard National 
Temperance Hospital. The three 
schools of practice—regular hommo- 
patbic and eclectic—will be represented 
on the medical staff.—The Universalist 
Leader. 


—Over $100,000,000 worth of candy 1s 
sold in the United States every year, 
and of this amount $20,000,000 worth 
is made in New York, while Pennsyl- 
vania and Massachusetts follow in the 
order named, The annual candy total 
is steadily increasing because of the 
lower prices of sugar and syrup, the 
superior excellence of American manu- 
facture, which has made the country 
independent of foreign imports in this 
line, and the national taste for sugar 
and for all articles of manufacture into 
which sugar enters as the chief ingre- 
dient. ‘The whole foreign importation 
of confectionery to this country, which 
was formerly a considerable trade, was 
less than $75,000 last year and the 
home consumption has increased, you 
may say, correspondingly. It is a well 
known fact that sugar, in the form of 
candy or sweets, is a substitute for 
alcohol. Most all abstainers from the 
use of alcohol in any form are candy 
eaters and vegetarians almost universally 
are as well. The man who ceases to 
drink develops an uncommon fondness 
for candy.—Boston Budget. 


—The trip of President Palma, which 
is now drawing to a close, can be said 
to have been a very satisfactory one. 
The Cubans have shown themselves to 
bea loyal and patriotic people, and 
this has been exemplified even in the 
reported hot-bed of trouble—Santiago 
de Cuba. His trip has been one con- 
tinual triumph.

Manager Woodman in a 
letter to the Transcript, sets forth that 
his road is perhaps the best equipped 
and operated electric railway in New 
England ; that an enormous amount of 
money has been spent upon it to make 
it as perfect as possible. The roadbed 
is superior to that of many steam rail- 
ways. The rolling stock is the most 
expensive and completely equipped that 
can be secured, and has all of the ap- 
pliances that long experience and due 
regard for safety could suggest—power- 
ful motors, capable of being reversed 
in an emergency; Westinghouse air 
brakes, supplemented by powerful hand 
brakes; searchlight headlights, which 
illuminate the track for a thousand 
feet. The line is protected by a com- 
plete equipment of block signals of the 
best and most reliable make and type, 
as well as a private telephone system, 
and these are supplemented by the most 
painstaking system of verbal checks 
between the motormen and conductors 
of passing cars, with dispatchers on 
guard at junction points. Yet every 
one of these costly appliances failed at 
the supreme moment and allowed two 
cars, running at a high rate of speed, 
to crash into each other with terrible 
results to their passengers. The one

Music in Home and School. 


Some thoughts along the line of mus- 
ical development, suggested by the 
addresses and discussion during the 


Household Receipts.

National Educational Association and 
other educational meetings beld during 
the past summer. 

The steadily increasing recognition 
of the influence of music upon mind 
and character was very much in evi- 
dence, and one way in which it was 
sbown was the apparent certainty tbat 
very soon some proficiency in the 
knowledge of music would be required 
as a qualification for admission into 
the colleges, and already in many, in- 
cluding Harvard, it stands in the 
same basis as regards credits as apy 
other study with the exceptions of 
English, literature and mathematics. 

This will have a marked tendency to 
make the teaching of music in public 
schools much more general and of a 
higher character, and one marked im- 
provement is in requiring individual re- 
citation in singing as well as in regard 
to the rudiments of music, which meth- 
od is being adopted in many places. 

This was finely illustrated at one of 
the sessions of the National Education- 
al Association by a class of ninth grade 
pupils, girls, und boys also whose voi- 
ces had recently changed, sarg alone 
at sight, exercises of more than ordi- 
nary difficulty, before an audience of 
about a thousand people, most of whom 
were supervisors of music in schools, 

Another thought which was empha- 
sized was the need of more careful 
treatment of the voice than is now evi- 
dent in our school work. An_ intelli- 
gent teacher uses the syllable ‘‘loo’’ or 
‘too’ for vocalization with a certain 
class or individual to accomplish a cer- 
tain result; another teacher, knowing 
this, will use it constantly and indis- 
criminately, without regard to need or 
result, until enunciation and tone qual- 
ity have been ruined. ‘This is one il- 
lustration of many that might be given. 

Many supervisors have never studied 
vocal culture, others have nut studied 
to advantage, and both classes are to- 
tally unfitted to train the child voice, 
which work is of supreme importance. 

Year after year the voices are de- 
teriorating until in such a community 
asinger would be a singular rarity, 
whereas if music were properly taught 
the most splendid results in vocal cul- 
ture and singing might be accomplished. 

One advanced thougbt, which 
dwelt upon at length, was the fact that 
modern psychology recognizes, that the 
best method of teaching, is to develop 
knowledge from material stored in the 
subconscious mind; for instance, chil- 
dren at first should sing constantly 
beautiful songs nnhampered by a single 
thougbt of rudiments, and should also 
have the privilege of listening to good 
music and thus unconsciously acquire 
a vocabulary of musical 
and a discerning and cultivated ear, 
developing the expressioual and impres- 
sional faculties equally. 

When the time arrives that this 
knowledge should become conscious, 
and some group of notes is called to 
their attention, as du, mi, sol, do, they 
instantly recognize it as a part of many 
of their beautiful songs. 

The supervisor of music of the 
schools of St. Louis, in an informal ad- 
dress said, ‘*what we need today is the 
training of cultivated listeners. ’’ 

If we will give the sabject thoughtful 
attention we willagree with him. How 
many enjoy the really good music? How 
many can listen to a Boston symphony 
orchestra program with 
attention and pleasure ? If the propor- 
tion is shockingly small in Boston, 
with all it’s unsurpassed advantages, 
what must it be in smaller places where 
they are Jess numerous or perhaps en- 
tirely lacking. 

The supervisors in schools, were called 
upon, by the speaker from St. Louis, 
to materially aid in changing this de- 
plorable condition. How shall it be 
done? 

The experience of the summer has 
suggested two ways to me, in addition 
to those we commonly use; Prof. Leo. 
R. Lewis, director of music at Tufts 
college, in speaking of developing a 
love, appreciation and knowledge of 
standard music, called the attention of 
the summer school, to the immense 
usefulness of the better class of self- 
playing instruments, such as the me- 
chanical piano players and also the reed 
instruments for producing orchestral 
effects, such as the Aeolian. 

Tufts college owns one of the latter, 
the use of which is enjoyed by the stu- 
dents. They have access to the large 
collection of the circulating library and 
the college owns many standard com- 
positions, Beethoven’s symphonies 
being on the list. Can one fully appre- 
ciate such music, hearing it played, as 
those most highly favored, once in two 
or three years ? 

Some of the students study these by 
running them through the instrument 
nearly every day for weeks, and then, 
when they are familiar with every note, 
and the composition has become a part 
of themselves, who can estimate the 
keen enjoyment and uplift, when they 
hear these performed by such organiza- 
tion as our Boston symphony orchestra, 

To many of us who listened, the use 
of such instruments for the study of 
standard music, wasa new idea, and 
all felt that we would secure one, at 
the first opportunity, for our own 
home and schools. 

On being questioned, Yrof. Lewis 
stated that in his opinion the most 
practical instrument for schools would 
be the piano player, as it was less ex- 
pensive and easily transported from 
one building to another. What an inex- 
pensive and yet wonderful help it would 
be in developing a cultured musical 
taste, and keen evjoyment in some- 
thing so elevating and refining, in the 
people of this country, as they pass 
through the public schools. 

I visit occasionally a home in a town 
where opportunities for hearing good 
music are very limited, bat where in 
spite of this fact, and also tbat“ the 
members of the family are not musi- 
cians, they have acquired a very cultur- 
ed musical taste, and are more familiar 
with, good compositions than many 
who have studied music for years. 

For some time they had the best of 
Edison’s phonographs and this year I 
fonnd a fine gramophone, with a much 
choicer class of music than formally. 

To me the most interesting feature 
was the interest manifested by the little 
two year old daughter, who listened 
with pleasure and intelligence, as was 
shown by quick recognition of mapy 
selections, lisping the titles and sing- 
ing some of the melodies after the in- 
strument had ceased. 

What a field of thought is thus 
opened up, a child from it’s infancy 
living in an atmosphere of the richest 
music, performed by the finest artists 
and musical organizations inthe world.

Most people would otherwise never in a 
lifetime hear such music or such artists. 

When I think of the elevating and 
broadening influence of good music, 
my desire is that the people may enjoy 
it more and more, and until some 
better way for providing it is devised 
let us make the most of these mechani- 
cal devices, in the home and in the 
school and very soon Creatore’s criti- 
cism, that ‘‘In Italy, the crossing 
sweepers are more critical listeners 
musically than the concert attendiog 
people of the United States ;’’ would be 
without foundation. 

Would this tend to decrease the num- 
ber of performers ? I think not, but in 
case it should, the quality would be so 
very much improved that we would not 
be the losers by the decreased number. 

God speed the day when music shall 


oceupy the exalted place it merits be- 


cause of it’s eminent beauty and use- 
fulness.

New Power House. 


Things at the new street railway 
power station at Quincy Point are be- 
ginning toassume shape, and the frame- 
work of the buildiog will soon be 
raised, It has been a long and tedious 
job, owing to the ever present volume 
of water while excavating and getting 
the foundations for the heavy machinery 
in place. These foundations are of 
solid concrete and are over twenty feet 
in depth. They are now about com- 
pleted. 

The steel structural work has begun 
to arrive, and much of it is already 
upon the ground. Work placing it in 
position will soon be commenced. 

It was a great undertaking, but when 
completed the Old Colony street railway 
will have one of the best power plants 
ever built. 

The electrical generators and engines 
are to be of the very latest type, and 
the current generated will operate all 
the lines between Boston and Brockton. 
Work running the feed wires to different 
points has been commenced. From 
the power plant to South street, the 
wires will go under ground, and from 
there on poles which have been erected 
on private land ona reserved space, fifty 
feet wide. This space has been cleared 
ofall trees sothat there will be nothing 
near the wires to ground them. 

It will however be some time before 
the plant will be in operation, and in 
the mean time it bas 
necessary to up some temporary 
engines and generators, These are the 
massive pieces that have been arriving 
at South Quincy of late. 

They will be set up in a. temporary 
structure that is now being constructed 
near the present power station.

Evening Trade Schools. 


The trade school conducted by the 
Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic As- 
sociation at the Mechanics’ buildiog, 
Huntington avenue, for the past three 
years is to reopen its doors for the 
fourth term on Monday evening, Oct, 
12, with every prospect of a successful 
season. ‘The branches taught—carpen- 
try, masonry and plumbing—are de- 
signed not only to produce thoroughly 
trained young workmen, but also to as- 
sist older men to perfect themselves in 
the more difficult processes of their 


trades. 
Instruction in the school is carried 


on under conditions as nearly as possible 
like those of practical work. A com- 
petent workman is employed as instruc- 
tor to carry on the class three evenings 
each week from 7.30 to 9.30. Both the 
instructor and the student also benefit 
by suggestions from members of the 
executive committee of the school. 

The school is supported by the above 
named association and is practically 
free to anyone who cares to attend. 
Last year the students attended from the 
various cities and towns of eastern 
Massachusetts, and it is expected that 
the capacity of the school will be taxed 
to the utmost this year, for tbe 
opportunity afforded to become profi- 
cient in a trade is rarely offered in 
this vicinity.

Juvenile Research. 


Prof. H. E. Armstrong, F. R. &., 
described, in an interesting address 
before a conference of science teachers 
held at the Imperial Institute, the 
methods he had employed with his own 
children at home to educate them in the 
way of discovering for themselves the 
answers to questions which were pre- 
sented in their daily life. The address 
was illustrated by practical demonstra- 
tions by Prof. Armstrong’s little daugh- 
ter and two sons, and a series of lantern 
slides made it quite clear how the sys- 
tem described had been developed. In 
reading a book by the late Henry 
Drummond, called ‘‘Tbhe Monkey that 
would not Kill,’’ the children came 
across the statement that a stone weighs 
lighter in sea water than in air, and to 
satisfy them of the truth of the state- 
ment was the object of the piece of 
research which the children entered 
upon under the general supervision of 
their father. The steps in the inquiry 
were worked throngh again before a 
large audience, and the children them- 
selves explained with remarkable intel- 
ligence what the object and result of 
these experiments were. Throughout 
the course of training, which was 
exemplified by the demonstration, each 
child kept a careful account of every- 
thing which was done, illustrating each 
step by means of sketches and recording 
every numerical result obtained. Prof. 
Armstrong maintained, says Nature, 
that the teaching of science to children 
was not commenced at an early enough 
date and that too little faith is shown 
by teachers in the reasoning faculties 
of young children. —Scientific American.

Quincy in those days was very much 
what it bad been from the settlement 
in 1640—a sequestered New England 
country town, inbabitated by a race of 
one blood and language, whose fathers 
had lived here before them in just the 
way they were living there then. The 
population of Quincy in 1800 was 1,051, 
in 1810 it had increased to 1,281, and 
in 1820 to 1,623. There wece two 
churches, the First church and the 
Episcopal church ; but one schoolhouse. 

Thomas Crane the father, moved 
from George’s island to Quincy Point, 
near the creek. The Crane children 
had to walk at least four miles to 
schoo] near the ‘Training Field’’ 
City Square as it is now known. 
1804 bat $400 was appropriated 
Quincy for schools, and in 
amount had increased to only $700. 
to 1817 the school was held in the 
Town House, but when that was de- 
atroyed by fire in 1817 a schoolhouse 
was erected near the old Hancock 
cemetery, probably the ‘‘Old Court 
Building’? as it is now called. 

In 1820 Quincy had 204 scholars, of 
whom 79—among them doubtless young 
Thomas Crane—belonged to the ‘‘cipher- 
ing school,’’ so called. The children 
of all ages were gathered in one room. 
William Seaver was the master for 
many years about this time, at a salary 
of $500. 

Thomas Crane's father died io 1818 
when he was but 15 years of age. He 
must earn his bread at once. He tried 
shoe making, but soon became a stune 
cutter, and as a journey-inan ‘earned 
his trade. . 

Rey. Hosea Ballou was at this time 
preaching the Universalist doctrine on 
School street, Boston, and it so attract- 
ed young Crane that he walked to and 
from Boston nearly every Sunday, a

The Crane family have continued to 
take great interest in the library which 
is also the pride of the city. They 
have given money for walks and im- 
provements, and recently purchased the 
Joseph T. French estate adjoining, 
and after improvements added it to the 
already extensive library grounds. 

The writer of this sketch is indebted 
to the address of Hon. C, F. Adams, 
Jr., at the dedication of the library for 
the greater part of the facts relative to 
Thomas Crane, much of which is given 
in Mr. Adams’ own words. The 
proceedings at the time of the dedica- 
tion were published in book form and 
makes a pamphlet of about fifty pages 
which are illustrated. 

Tomorrow, Oct. 18, 1903, is the cen- 
tennial of the birth of Thomas Crane. 
The anniversary was observed in some 
of the public schools of the city yester- 
day, and may be observed in some of 
cburebes on Sunday.

It was 
later learned that on the preceding day 
he had followed the President to church 
and shook hands with him after the 
service. He was armed at the time and 

ad he been then possessed of any 

crazy intention the President would 
have bad to protect himself, for his 
guards were not within twenty feet of 
him. These secret service men are de- 
tailed by Treasury department without 
any specific authority and are required 
to make themselves as little conspicuous 
as possible. Many people regard this 
as in keeping with our democratic In- 
stitutions, but others argue that three 
national calamities within forty years 
prove that the President ought to have 
a suitable guard detailed by the War 
Department in accordance witha special 
act of Congress. It is said that the 
members of President Roosevelt's cabi- 
net will try to bave some such measure 
introduced at the coming session.

To the Editor of the Patriot: 

A few words, Mr. Editor, 
other side. 

The Squantum street lot is situated 
at a height of twenty-six (26) feet 
above mean high water. It is situated 
onabout the most commanding available 
lot of land in Atlantic. It is as near 
the centre of present school population 
and population to be, as can be well 
selected.

ward, and, if the lot is eventually 
selected, and a suitable and command- 
ing building erected thereon, it will, 
in ten years from now, appear as an 
ornament to the town situated as it 
will then be within sight of the metro- 
politan park road way, and be pointed 
out from that road way as one of the 
important and _ possibly 
public building worth 
the city of Quincy. 

It will stand on a square by itself, 
with plenty of room for expansion, as 
52,220 feet of land is quite a farm by 
itself. It will be surrounded on all 
sides by forty foot accepted streets. 

Now about the price. The lot really 
contains some 73,000 feet of land at 
about ten and (10 1-2) cents 
per square foot, certainly a reasonable 
figure (even if taken from a lot of over 
a million feet) as, the future advantage 
of the park way aside, it will take 
much more than half the taxable and 
salable land from the lot. 

Taxes have been paid on this land by 
the present owners and their aucestors 
for much over one hundred (100) years 
to the towns of Quincy and Braintree, 
and to the present city of Quincy, and 
not one foot of land bas been sold, as a 
specalation, or sold in any other way, 
till comparatively recent years. The 
city could have had the seventy-three 
(73,000) feet instead of the fifty-two 
thousand two hundred and twenty 
(52,220) feet, but this would involve 
compelling the city to build the forty 
foot street, on the two sides, not now 
built, within a reasonable time; where- 
as the 52,220 foot lot simply compels 
the owners to leave land on two sides 
sufficient in amount for the aforesaid 
streets, said streets to be built at some 
future time when the city may feel 
like accepting the same as _ public 
thoroughfares, 

The result of digging the cellar for 
the Atlantic railroad station, ought to 
be sufficient objection to the other lot, 
to say nothing of the nearness to the 
railroad and consequent noise, without 
mentioning the inconspicuous locality 
for an expensive public building which 
ought to be in a prominent location, 
with some view to the future well being 
of the scholars who are presumably to 
attend the school. 

The Squantum street lot has all of 
these advantages.

The enlarged Public Library grounds 
without the lot of the Insurance Com- 
pany will contain nearly two acres. In 
the original Library lot there were 
square feet. The Joseph T. 
French estate added 5,000 feet, and the 
recent purchase of the Quincy Hospital 
will add 25,680 more. To be exact, 
86,055 square feet inall. The lot of 
the Insurance company would make it 
over two acres, ‘[hese are grounds of 
generous proportions for a _ public 
library.

The name of Mr. Albert Crane should 
be added to that of his beloved father 
Thomas Crane, one of Quincy's 
greatest benefactors. VPerbaps to the 
son belongs the honor of being the 
greatest benefactor, The late Thomas 
Crane at his death requested his 
family to erect a memorial at Quincy. 
The original plans called for a Public 
Library building to cost about $20,000 
The family found the sum inadequate 
to erect such a work of art in Quincy 
as they desired, and resulted in the 
erection of a building costing upwards 
of $50,000. To this the widow of 
Thomas Crane added 320,000 for the 
purchase of works of art, repairs and 
improvement. Smaller amounts 
been given from time to time. 

Then, last year came the gift uf the 
Joseph T. French estate by Albert 
Crane, which was cleared of buildings, 
improved and added to the Library 
grounds at a cost of about $8,000. 
Now, Albert Crane proposes to pur- 
chase all the estates owned by the 
Quincy Hospital corporation on Wash- 
ington, Coddington and Spear streets, 
and after clearing them of buildings, 
add them also to the Library grounds, 
at a cost of upwards of $20,000. 

The cash gift of the Crane family to 
the city will therefore aggregate over 
$100,000, which is more than the 
original requests of President John 
Adams or Dr. Ebenezer Woodward.

Street in Roxbury. There they would 
make connection with the elevated sys- 
tem and so rapid transit would be se- 
cured into Boston. 

Public hearings have been given and 
ended on petition, the fact that a grade 
ciossing was desired, necessitating the 
presentation of a second petition after 
the first one was in, which asked that 
tbe cars from the south side of Nepon- 
set might have the right to run to 
Dudley street. 

After the hearings on the entire pro- 
position were closed, early this mouth, 
came the determination of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford people 
to increase largely the number of their 
passenger trains. Formerly the Milton 
branch had but little service, and if 
there had been no increase the problem 
would probably have been comparative- 
ly simple for the railroad commission- 
ers. But now it is said that there is a 
desire on the part of the railroad to run 
express trains frequently in order to 
its the trolley 
competition, and it may be desired to 
run trains around by 
branch, using that and 
branch for circuit trains. 

This puts anentirely new face upon 
the matter. It is said that the new 
problem will have to be stadied care- 
fully by the commission, and it is in- 
timated that thy chances of a favorable 
decision are not nearly as good as they 
were before. 

This does not come directly from the 
commissioners, nor does it appear that 
the railroad managers put on the 
additional trains with any idea of 
making trouble for the people who 
wish to improve their electric facilities 
in connection with the Boston Elevated. 

It is said that Mayor Bryant of Quincy 
has been especially interested in the 
case, buttonboling the commissioners 
whenever he met them, and showing 
much solicitude for the good of his 
city.

If we are to have 
avother house let us put it where it will 
be an ornament to the ward. Now in 
regard to the signers of the petition for 
the Sagamore lot. It is safe to say that 
one-half are $2 taxpayers with no childen 
at school, and women who pay no taxes 
at all. This is my idea of tbe matter 
but I am only one. Let the council 
look it over and try to do it right for 
the future good of the city, also for the 
beauty of this ward.

The City Council. 


A regular meeting of the City Council 
was held Monday evening. It was at- 
tended by a large number of citizens, 
the majority of whom came from 
Atlantic to see what disposition was 
made of the school lot question. 

Councilman Cleverly and Whiton were 
absent. 

Mayor Bryant sent a communication 
from the Selectmen of Milton relative 
to preambulatiog on Oct 24, the boundary 
line between Quincy and Milton. Laid 
on the table until later when an order 
was adopted. 

The Mayor forwarded a communica- 
tion from the Chief Engineer relative 
to a transfer in the appropriations for 
that department. 

Later an order was offered transfer- 
ring $400 from fire alarm to horse shoe- 
ing and keeping. To joint Committee 
on Finance and Fire Department. 

Communications were received from 
the Socialists asking for polling places 
for caucuses Noy. 6. Order adopted. 

The Democrats asked for polling 
places for caucuses Nov. 5. Order 
adopted. 

Several petitions for minor licenses 
were received and referred. 

A petition for lights on Merrymount 
road was referred to the Committee on 
Streets. 

The Telephone Co. petitioned for 
permission to attach wires to poles of 
other companies, and for the relocation 
of one pole oo Goffe street. To Com- 
mittee on Streets. 

The Electric Light Co. petitioned for 
a location for one pole on Clark street. 
To Committee on Streets. 

A petition was received asking for 
the acceptance of Nightingale avenue. 
To Committee on streets, 

Councilman Piper presented the reso- 
lutions passed at the school lot meeting 
in Atlantic last week, remonstrating 
against the Faxon road lot and favoring 
the Sagamore street lot. Placed on file, 

A petition was received from 341 res- 
idents of Ward Six, protesting ‘‘against 
the purchase of the Sagamore street lot 
for school purposes.’’ Placed on file. 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
reported favorable on the order for $300 
for rebuilding the wall back of the 
Wollaston school. To Committee on 
Finance. 

The joint Committee on Finance and 
Fire Department reported a substitute 
order on the matter of equipping the 
Houghs Neck fire station, changing the 
amount from $3,000 to $500, to be used 
for purchasing a horse, harness and 
ladders for the hose wagon. 

Councilman Meyer moved order be 
recommitted. The $500 would be a 
waste of money. The greatdifliculty is 
the lack of equipment. The matter has 
come to a point where it is impossible 
to place insurance on buildings used for 
public places, and the rates for houses 
are high. The Committee meeting was 
not largely attended and the matter is 
not understood. The motion prevailed. 

Tho Committee on Finance reported 
an amendment to the order for $6,000 
paving a portion of Willard street rela- 
tive to borrowing money. Amendment 
adopted. 

Councilman Hughes moved the sus- 
pension of the rules. If work was to 
be done this year, order skpuld be 
passed tonight. ; 

, Councilman Langelier opposed. This 
was probably put in with the idea that 
Ward Six will not get its school lot 
this year. We are near debt limit. 
The Mayor vetoed a sidewalk order 
that it be postponed until the High 
school and Ward Six lot were taken 
care of. If this goes through it will 
bring us so near debt limit that Ward 
Six will not got lot. 

Councilman Keardon was surprised at 
the statement made. There was no 
Street in the city iu such a disgraceful 
condition as this street at the present 
time. Nu street in Quincy is muore 
travelled than is Willard street. The 
Committee is in favor of it. What dif- 
ference will weeks make to the 
Council? 

Councilman Nickerson spoke in favor 
of the Willard street order, 

The motion to suspend the rules was 
passed, 

The order was then passed to be or- 
dained. 

Tbe Committee on Finance reported 
ought not to pass on the order of 1902 
for paving Willard street. Accepted. 

At this point a public hearing was 
held on laying out and acceptance of 
Sea avenue. 

W. H. Mears spoke in favor. He 
thought people required it. In reply to 
questions, be said the acceptance was 
not asked for the purpose of getting 
street lights. He did not know the 
value of abutting property. There 
were about fifty house lots. 

Another gentleman who owned prop- 
erty on proposed street spoke in favor. 
At times it was in a dangerous condi- 
tion on account of water and mud. Ino 
the spring it was unsafe. 

Hearing closed and the order was 
recommitted. 

The Finance Committee reported 
favorable on the order laying out Penn 
street. Rules suspended and order 
passed, 

The Committee on Finance reported 
ought not to pass on order for $700 for 
Prospect street. Report accepted. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
ought not to pass on order for $1200 for 
draining School street. Report ac- 
cepted. 

The Committee on Finance Yeported 
ought not to pass on order for $700 for 
sidewalk on Washington court and 
Curtis avenue. 

Councilman Nichols did not under- 
stand the report. The Street Committee 
investigated the matter. They have 
been very conservative in recommend- 
ing only such matters as seemed urgent. 

Councilman Nickerson said things 
had changed. The abutters of Wash- 
ington court do not want to pay for the 
sidewalk, and the representatives of 
ward said it was just as well to go over 
to next year. 

The Commissioner of Public Works, 
in reply to questions, said he had done 
some of the work that he expected to 
do under the sidewalk order. He bad 
been obliged to do some of the work 
contemplated under this order. The 
edgestones could be put inas cheap 
next year as now. 

Report accepted. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
an order transferring $75 from the ap- 
propriation for printing and advertis- 
ing for the City Clerk to printing and 
advertising for the Tax Collector. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
orders refunding tax titles of $60.04 to 
Edith Plympton, $10.75 to Annie M. 
Kelley, $52, and $14 to Harlow H. 
Rogers. Adopted. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
an order crediting the Park Department 
with $50 received from pasturage. 
Adopted. 

The Gommittee on Finance reported 
an order for $128.65 to pay board of 
Lydia J. Copland at the Taunton 
Hospital. Took second reading. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
an order authorizing the City Treasurer 
to pay the Swedish Lutheran charch on 
Granite street $52.26, one-half cost of 
sidewalk. Ordered to second reading. 

The same committee also offered an 
order authorizing the Treasurer to pay

$54.28 to F. J. Pierson, ‘one-balt cost of 
permanent sidewalk on Granite street. 
Ordered to a second reading. 

The Committee on Ordinances re- 
ported on ordinance prohibiting the use 
of sling shots and air guns. Ordered 
to a second reading. 

The Committee on Ordinances re- 
ported favorable on the order amend- 
ing the ordinance relative to carting 
explosives, so that teams shall have 
sign ‘‘Dangerous’’ in three-inch block 
letters, and that buildings used for 
storing it shall be half a mile distance 
from each other. Ordered to a second 
reading. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
favorable on a number of {petitions for 
minor licenses. Adopted. 

The Committee on Ordinance reported 
correctly engrossed the order for $7,600 
for purchase of Faxon Road school lot 
for a school house. 

Upon motion of Councilman Gassett 
the report was laid on the table. 

Councilman Gassett moved that the 
joint committee on Finance and Public 
Buildings give a public hearing to the 
residents of Ward Six on the schvol 


lot. 
Councilman Nichols moved an amend- 


ment that bearing be before the City 
Council. 

President Alden stated that he did 
not desire to preside at the hearing, 
and it would be better to have it be- 
fore a committee. 

Councilman Langelier opposed amend- 
ment. If held in City Hall hearing 
would not be largely attended. The 
convenience of people should be con- 
sulted, 

Councilman Nichols thought as _peti- 
tions were presented to the City Coun- 
cil that Council should give the hear- 
ing. The criticism that order had 
passed to second reading without an 
opposing vote was of no significance, 
as it was seldom an order was debated 
at that stage. ~ 

Councilman Nickerson did not believe 
hearings would amount to anything. 
The first thing was for the citizens to 
agree upon a lot. 

Councilman Hardwick thought as the 
matter was one of public interest it 
should be considered by the whole body. 

Councilman Langelier—All council- 
men could go to Atlantic and hear for 
themselves. Ladies were interestad, 
and if a stormy night they would not 
come to City Hall but would go toa 
hall near their homes, 

Councilman Nichols thought con- 
venience of Council should be consid- 
ered. Every member is entitled to 
fullest information. 

Councilman Reardon believed meet- 
ing should be held at Atlantic. He did 
not think joint committee would make 
much progress. He suggested the 
Council hold a special meeting at At- 
lantic. 

The motions of Councilmen Gassett 
and Nicbols were withdrawn. 

Upon motion of Councilman Gassett 
it was voted that when the Council 
adjourn it be until Friday evening, 
Oct. 30, at 7.30 at Music Hall, Atlantic, 
give a public hearing on the school 
lot. 

An order was reported, to add $200 
received from the Metropolitan Park 
Commissioners to the $200 appropriated 
by the city for the tide gate at Blacks 
creek, that the meadows may be over- 
flowed for skating.

Councilman Hughes offered an order 
for two incandescent lights on Rogers 
street and Hall place, Referred to 
Executive. 

Councilman Bass offered the usual 


order for the State election, to 
in addition to the election OF Olticers a, 


vote on the acceptance of the Luce Act 
for joint caucuses. Order adopted. 

An order for polling places at the 
State election was also adopted. 

The adverse report on the acceptance 
o Johnson avenue was taken from the 
table and accepted, 

Upon motion of Councilman Piper 
the Committee on Streets was requested 
to report Nov. 20n the acceptance of 
Federal avenue. 

Councilman Polk moved that the 
joint committee on Finance and Public 
Buildings report Nov. 6 on the order 
for enlargement of the High school. 

Councilman Nickerson opposed as 
unnecessary. Plans were now in the 
hands of School Committee. 

Councilman Polk thought there was a 
systematic scheme to delay enlargement 
and tbat the citizens should know why. 
He said the committee had voted to 
report. 

Coancilman Nichols, City Auditor 
Sidelinger, and Councilmen Nickerson 
and Polk took part in the discussion 
which followed. 

The motion requesting a report was 
lost. 

A petition for a light on Adams street 
was referred to the Executive. 

The $9,000 loan order was amended 
by striking out the Atlantic school lot, 
and an order for $1,400 for drain was 
passed. 

Councilman Langelier had the resolu- 
tions from the Atlantic school meeting 
taken from the file and laid on the 
table. 

Adjourned at 9.55.

Military Burial. 


The burial of Lieut. Edward A 
Bumpus, who was killed at the 
Massacre at Samar in the Philippines, 
Sept. 28, 1901, was held Sunday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. The body arrived in 
Quincy from tbe Philippines some 
weeks ago and has been in the tomb at 
Mt. Wollaston cemetery. It was taken 
from the tomb shortly after 2 0’clock, 
aud a large American flag presented by 
Col. Edward Anderson was draped 
around it. It was then taken to the 
open grave where the services were 
held. 

The services were of the simplist 
form in accordance with the wish of 
the family. In fact it was a military 
funeral. 

Chief Hayden and a squad of officers 
arrived on the scene early, and officers 
were placed on duty on all the avenues 
leading to the grave. 

Aside from the family there was 
present Col. Edward Anderson, Com- 
mander Jobn W. Hersey of Paul Revere 
Post, 88, G. A. R., a fireing squad 
from John A. Boyd camp, Legion of 
Spavish War Veterans under command 
of Commander George E. Adams, and 
the following officers of the 9th Infantry 
who served with the deceased in China 
and the Philippines Capt. F. L. 
Palmer, Capt. M. L. Hersey, Lieut. J. 
P. Drouillard, Lieut. F. R. Laing, 
Lieut. G. W. Wallace, and Lieut. E. T 
Smith. 

. The casket draped with the American 
flag was surrounded by flowers, and on 
it was the sword worn by the young 
officer. The granite memorial near at 
hand erected some months ago was 
decorated with yellow chrysanthemums 
and asparagus vine, and in the center 
was a wreath of laurel. 

The services opened with a prayer by 
Rev. Ellery Channing Butler, followed 
by the reading of che commital service 
by Rev. William B. Gardner. 

Three volleys vere fired by the firing 
squad composed of Commander George 
E. Adams; Sesior Vice Commander D. 
B. Smith; Jmior Vice Commander T. 
C. Brown; Adjutant George A. Ward- 
well; Officer of the Watch H. J. Mat- 
thews; Officer of the Guard J. V. 
Meade; Quartermaster J. W. Fitzgerald ; 
Paymaster G. H. Phillips; Color 
Sergeants P. J. Sheahan and M. Gardner. 

Taps were sounded by bugler Qualey. 
The sword was then handed to Judge 
Bumpus and the heavy cedar metallic 
casket was luwered into the ground.

Household Beceipts. 


Spencer Cakes. Two cupfuls of 
sugar, eight egg, one and one-half pints 
of flour, one teaspoonful of baking 
powder, one teaspoonful of lemon; beat 
eggs and sugar together until they are 
thick and white, then add the flour and 
the baking powder, mix into thick 
sponge, and drop by spoonfuls on 
greased tins. Bake in a hot oven six 
minutes, 


Chopped Meat with Rice. Boil one- 
cupful of rice twenty minutes in enough 
boiling water, well salted, to keep the 
kernels dancing separately. Chop bits 
of cold roast beef or steak fine, being 
careful to remove all fat and gristle. 
Put a tablespoonful of flour in a spider 
on the stove und when it is nicely 
browned—don’t let it burn—add the 
same amount of butter, and a little salt 
and pepper, and mix thoroughly, then 
pour on enough boiling water to make a 
rich gravy. Stir the meat into this until 
thoroughly heated. Spread the rice on 
a hot platter, and the meat on top of 
that and serve immediately. 


Brown Bread Sandwich. A thin slice 
of Boston brown bread is halved, each 
piece is spread lightly with cream 
cheese, cut in two pieces, and a crisp 
piece of lettuce previously dipped in 
French dressing put between the two 
quarters, 


Wequaquet Welch Rarebit. Mix well 
in chafing dish before placing over the 
flames, one egg, one tablespoon Worces- 
ter sauce,’six or more Grows of Tobasco 
sauce, a little salt.

THE SECOND PROBATION. 


There had been a first probation of 
Rey. Kid McHogh as well as a second, 
but perhaps the less said about the 
first probation the better. It had to do 
with police courts and reformatories 
and’ it had neither begun happily nor 
ended happily. Mr. McHugh himself 
vever referred to Tit either publicly or 
privately; why should other people? 
His first probation was a thing of the 
past when he had reached his fifteenth 
year, At that age he had been pro- 
nounced by some well-meaning people 
to be past redemption, , The last written 
record of his life up to that age is the 
following record on the ledger of the 
Anthrax Reform School, under date of

But what the police courts and re- 
form schools could not do was done by 
the kindness of one obscure man, whose 
name is never likely to be known; 
while that of Kid McHugh has become 
famous in the city of Carbon. 

The Rev. Kid McHugh was a geaius, 
aud the crowds in the lower parts of 
the city fuund it out. Nobody knew 
exactly when he came by the title of 
**Reverend,’’ conferred on him by the 
bewspapers, but there was no doubt in 
the minds of his congregation that he 
deserved it. A man who preaches in 
livery stables by night for the pure love 
of the work, and who can hold a crowd 
about him for a quarter of an hour in 
the cold on the corners of the streets is 
not likely to be criticised by his hearers 
for his ignorance of Hebrew. 

Two prominent members of bis flock 
were Lemuel and Theodosia Keenan, 
otherwise Limpy and Teed. These two 
represented, if not the wealth, at least 
the piety of the congregation, and cer- 
tainly the devotion of the people to 
their pastor. They were his first con-

The Front Street Mission was going to 
lose its pastor, and they were simply 
heartbroken. Mr. McHugh was to be 
taken off his hack and transferred to 
some large business called a Parish 
House, so they understood, where he 
would have plenty of money and hosts 
of friends and helpers. There could be 
mistake about it; Teed bad heard 
the strange man in black clothes explain 
the whole plan. Mr. McHugh was to 
speak in Grace church that very night, 
so the folks could hear him and judge 
whether he would do for the place they 
wanted him to tike. 

While Limpy ats his dinner, Teed 
told the story: ‘‘He come into the 
Mission Room this mornin’ and ask me 
where was Mr. McHugh—"’ 

“A-r-r-r-h |! What ‘d ‘u tell him 
f'r? interrupted Limpy savagely. ‘‘I’d 
‘a’ told him he was out o’ town.

One of the 
most important questions in dispate 
was the ownership of the Lynn canal 
which is the main entrance to the 
Klondike regions and at the head of 
which are situited the towns of Dyea 
and Skagway. This entire territory is 
given to the United States, and Canada 
is thus shut off from the sea by a com- 
plete land barrier.

The almost unbounded enthusiasm 
which prevailed at the grand Republi- 
can rally at Tremont Temple Thursday 
evening,and the magnificent audience of 
3,000 which exceeded the large seating 
capacity of the temple, attested to the 
fact that there is not so much Republi- 
can apathy as some would have us be- 
lieve. The greeting given Gov. Bates 
was particularly warm, and the ap- 
plause when he was introduced was 
long continued. 

His Excellency exhibited thorough 
knowledge of State affairs, and not only 
showed up the fallacy of the arguments 
of Mr, Gaston and his spell-binders, 
but showed that the little state of 
Massachusetts was fourth in the coun- 
try in manufactures in 1900 as in 1890. 
That Massachusetts ranks first in the 
manufacture of textiles, and first in the 
manufacture of cotton goods, of worsted 
goods and of woolen gouds. That the 
state manufactures 45 per cent. of all 
the bootsand shoes made in the United 
States. 

The charge of extravagance in State 
affairs was refuted to the entire satis- 
faction of the audience, who applauded 
frequently the telling points which the 
Governor made against the opposition. 
Only 80 cents of the tax rate of Boston, 
he said, goes for State tax, and in other 
cities the proportion is about the same. 
The necessity of the State debt was 
fully explained, having been contracted 
largely for new State House, construc- 
tion of asylums, prisons, hospitals and 
other institutions; the abolition of 
grade crossings, and the building of 
State highways.

At a meeting of the American Publie 
Health Association, held here, a report 
was adopted deploring the action of 
Congress in abolishing the army ean- 
teen, and urging its reestablishment on 
its former basis at the earliest practical 
date.

in some cases with houses of ill fame 
attached. Itis a matter of evidence 
that desertions, absences without leave 
and trials of summary or other courts 
martial for drunkenuess and for offences 
caused by the same, bave increased 
and that savings deposited by the en- 
listed men have deereased from ati 
average of $19.40 per man in 1900 to 
an average of $35.54 per manin 1903, 
The records of the Paymaster-General’s 
otfice also show that the fines and for- 
feitures imposed upon and collected 
from the enlisted men of the army have 
increased from an average of $1.88 per 
man in 1898 to $6.82 per man in 1902, 
which indicates a growing spirit of 
discontent and a decided tendency to 
degeneracy which must seriously effect 
the discipline and morals of the army.’‘ 
It is a noticeable fact that the only 
point upon which the liquor dealers 
and the W. C. T. U. agree is the abo- 
lition of the army canteeo. It is very 
probable that a strong effort will be 
made this winter to induce Congress to 
repeal the law.

The State Election. 


In a total vote about 200 smaller than 
last year, Quincy gives Gov. Bates a 
plurality but 20 smaller than in 1902. 
The vote of the city was: Bates, 1,877; 
Gaston, 1,387; Chase, 403; Brennan, 
54; and Cobb, 18. 

The Socialist vote shows the greatest 
falling off all along the line, the loss 
by Chase being heavier than for all the 
other candidates for Governor combined. 
The vote of W. M. Packard of Quincy 
for Senator is also much smaller in the 
city than last year. 

Again in the Representative contest, 
Mr. Fallon was high man, and Repre- 
sentatives Fallon and Freeman are 1e- 
elected. Edward J. Sandberg, the 
other Republican candidate was third 
being about 75 behind his colleague, 
Mr. Freeman, and about 100 bebind Mr. 
Fallon. Mr. Sandberg was high man 
in Ward One and Mr. Turner in Ward 
Three, but Mr. Fallon led in Wards 
Two avd Four, and Mr. Freeman in 
Wards Five and Six. 

The vote of the Wollaston ward for 
Gov. Bates was 454 and Mr. Freeman 
received 458, but his colleague received 
but 336. Again, in the Atlantic ward, 
Gov.’ Bates received 207, and Mr. Free- 
man 215, but Mr. Sandberg received 
but 168. 

Senator Brackett again led Gov. Bates 
and received more votes than any of the 
other candidates who had but one party 
The candidates for county 
offivers had more but they were nomi- 
nated -by Republicans and Democrats. 

The Luce Caucus Act for joint cau- 
cuses next year was adopted by a vote 
of 131 to 1140. Every ward in the city 
voted in favor of it, but it was close in 
Wards Two, Four and Six, and at pre- 
cinct two in each of these wards was 
against the act. There were more 
blanks on the question than there were 
votes in favor.

Caught from Chimney.

Hotes aud Comments. 


—Sucb an utterance as the French 
minister of commerce made at the re- 
cent International Peace Conference is 
most significant. He saidhe hoped the 
time is coming when the huge sums 
lavished on armies and navies will be 
used to benefit humanity. 


—John Turner, an English Anarchist 
of some notoriety, was arrested in New 
York by United States officers of immi- 
gration and will be deported unless 
something happens to prevent. This 
is the first case arising under the An- 
archist section of the new immigration 
act. This law, passed on the last day 
of the last session of Congress, bars out 
from the country all known Anarchists 
and all persons ‘‘who believe in or ad- 
yocate the overthrow by force or vio- 
lence of the government of the United 
States or of all government, or of all 
forms of government, or of all forms of 
law, or the assassinations of public offi- 
cials.’? If an Anarchist is by error or 
oversight admitted to the country he 
can upon any violation of the law be 
deported at any time within three 
years, at the cost of the transportation 
company that brings him. Further, 
even if an anarchist succeeds in avoid- 
ing deportation for three years, natur- 
alization can be denied him, and if 
‘‘citizenship papers’’ are issued they 
may be revoked if they do not contain 
the specific disclaimer of anarchistic 
opinions which is now required by law 
in every naturalized citizen's oath. 
The law was passed because of Presi- 
dent McKinley's assassination. —Bos- 
ton Courier. 


—It has been stated by an eminent 
authority that the cyanide process ‘*has 
done more than all recent processes 
combined for cheapening the production 
or various metals, increasing the gold 
supply of the world, and advancing the 
standard of our progress and civiliza- 
tion.’’ The first recorded attempts to 
apply cyanide to ore treatment were by 
an inventor named Simpson, of Newark, 
N. J., who patented a process in 1885, — 
Scientific American. 


—Bishop Fowler gives some advice to 
young ministers: ‘‘I hope you each 
have a good wife. If you have not, get 
one; and do not marry her because she 
is pious, Marry her because she bas 
good common-sense. If I had two 
women to choose from, one having good 
common-sense, and the other baving 
only religion, I would take the woman 
with common-sense.”’ 


—The veport comes from Fitchburg 
of a somewhat peculiar lawsuit, in 
which the relatives of a defaulting 
teller of a local bank, recently pardoned 
from the state prison after serving a 
portion of his sentence, seek to recover 
$18,000 from the bank. This sum, 
which was the amount of the shortage, 
they claim tv have paid the bank on 
condition that the teller should not be 
prosecuted, The bank officials abso- 
lutely deny any such agreement. If the 
parties succeed in winning their suit, 
their own evidence must convict them 
of compounding a felony, which the 
court would undoubtedly promptly 
punish to the full extent of the law.— 
Milford Gazette. 


—Charles Kratz, a member of the St 
Louis city council, who jumped a $20- 
000 bond, has been arrested at Guadala- 
jara, Mexico, on orders from the federal 
government at the city of Mexico, and 
will be sent to St. Louis for trial. 


--At an auction sale in New York the 
other day, a man bought an old safe 
for $12.50, and on examining his pur- 
chase discovered a secret compartment 
which contained diamonds and other 
valuables estimated to be worth $10,- 
000. None of the heirs to the estate to 
which the safe belonged had any knowl- 
edge of the existence of the valuables, 
but as the law gives the parchaser only 
the article purchased, and not its con- 
tents, the finder was no better off for 
his discovery. 


--It’s a sign of stunted intellect to 
boast that one does not bother with 
politics to the extent of voting for 
those whom he believes deserves elec- 
tion. The man who is too good to do 
his political duty is not good enough 
to deserve the rights and privileges of 
citizenship.—Charlestown Enterprise. 


—The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company now has 3,603,718 tele- 
phones in use. The time is coming 
when every well-to-do family in the 
United States will have a telephone. 
—Somerville Journal.

—Doubtless our navy is worth all it 
costs us, but it calls fora good bit of 
money for its annual budget. Secreta- 
ry Moody’s estimate of the amount ne- 
cessary for the maintenance of his de- 
partment for the ensuing year places 
the figure at $102,000,000. For the sin- 
gle item of ammunition for target prac- 
tice, the secretary asks for the comforta- 
ple sum of $1,300,000. The navy is au 
expensive luxury, but we must have it 
if we are to maintain our dignity and 
command the respect of the great 
powers of the world.—Milford Gazette. 


—The Blue Hill street railway com- 
pany, having found it necessary to 
obtain shorter cars in order to meet 
the demands of its traffic, has just 
added a number of new closed vesti- 
bule cars to its service from the Dud- 
ley street terminal of the Elevated to 
the Blue Hill Reservation, Canton and 
Stoughton. The cars, which outwardly 
are an attractive, rich olive color, have 
cross seats, and will accommodate 
thirty-six persons. Double tracks make 
them comfortable to ride in, and four 
motors and an equipment of air brakes 
insures speed with safety. The Blue 
Hill company is making every effort to 
meet all the requirements of the travel- 
ing public, and its efforts in that line 
are appreciated. —Stoughton Record. 


—The liabilities of commercial 
failures for October, says Dun’s Review, 
amounted to 10,680,963, of which 6,768, - 
805 were in manufacturing, 3,200,488 in 
trading, and 598,670 in other commercial 
lines. The failures last week numbered 
279 in the United States as against 239 
in the same period last year, and in 
Canada, 26 against 22 last year. 


—The war excitement in the East has 
died out. Bulgaria concluded nut to 
fight with Turkey, and Japan took the 
same course with Russia. In either case 
it would bave been but a repetition of 
the Boer war, only with more butchery, 
under the name of war.— Athol 
Chronicle, 


—The latest report from the Agricul- 
tural Department at Washiogton is 
especially hopeful in regard to the 
great cereals, cora and wheat. ‘This 
means prosperity for the farmer, and it 
may also, we take it, be considered as 
holding out hope of a lower cost for 
many necessary articles of food. Few 
people realize to what a great extent 
we depend upon corn for our food. 
Not only in the amount directly con- 
sumed, but in the indirect consump- 
tion, either as meat, poultry, eggs, 
butter, and a host of other products 
which depend to a greater or less ex- 
tent on the quantity and price of the 
corn necessary to feed the various do- 
mestic animals and birds. During the 
summer the outlook for the corn crop 
was rather unsatisfactory. In many 
sections, owing to spring floods, re- 
planting has been necessary, makiog 
the season very late, but on the first 
of October the Agricultural Department 
reports the average condition at 80.8, 
which is considerably better than the 
average in the last ten years. In fact, 
it looks as though this year’s crop 
would be the largest in the history of 
the country, with but a single excep- 
tion. The importance of this great 
corn crop to the whole country cannot 
be overestimated, 


—Truly, this is the age of youth. 
What, for example, would our forbears 
have said to the notion of a school-boy 
sueing his teacher for a thousand dol- 
lars to repair the injury done his per- 
sonal dignity by chastisement adminis- 
tered because he broke the law and 
played socially on the girls’ side of the 
school playground.—Boston Budget. 


—From the perturbed feeling made 
manifest in Canada over the Alaska 
boundary decision may spring the nuc- 
leus of a party for annexation which 
is almost certain to ultimately termi- 
nate in success. Reciprocal commer- 
cial amenities once established between 
the two countries would be a powerful 
factor toward promoting this sentiment. 
—Mansfield News. 


—John Redmond, the Irish leader, 
urges his people not to emigrate. 
Speaking of the exaggerated accounts 
held out to Irish boys and girls if they 
went to America, he said the poorest 
laborer in Kerry was bappier than the 
majority of Irish workmen in the 
United States, 


—So long as Philadelphia continues to 
maintain several of the old toll roads 
which were common fifty or one hun- 
dred years ago, and New York continues 
to operate a large portion of its street 
car servica by horse power, Boston may 
justly lay claim to being the most pro- 
gressive city of the east, if not of the 
entire country, in the matter of fine 
streets and its excellent and varied 
facilitics for rapid transit.—Milford 
Gazette. 


—Booker T. Washington's twenty- 
second anuual report of the Tuskegee 
Normal and Industrial Institute shows 
that the receipts for the year were 
$192,049, of which $31,500 were used 
for permanent plant expenditures and 
$152,135 fur current expenses. From 
special donations $102,715 were devuted 
to improvements and buildings. The 
endowment fund was increased by the 
sum of $697,154.86. The students num- 
ber 1550, with an average attendance of 
1441, exclusive of 248 children in the 
model school and 146 students in tbe 
night schools and cooking classes. 
Thirty-eight industries are taught at 
Tuskegee, including, among others, 
agriculture, blacksmithing,, bee keep- 
ing, the building trades, drawing, dress- 
making, electrical and steam engineer- 
ing, shoemaking, printing and tailoring. 
Besides, full attention is paid to 
academic, moral and religious training. 
The efforts of the management to im- 
prove the condition of the colored 
people by making them good mecbanics, 
industrial teachers and managers of 
farm and other industries, sbould be 
heartily encouraged.—Boston Budget. 


—St. John’s, Newfoundland, is 
credited with the biggest fish story of 
the year, by sending out the report that 
the steam whaler Humber was towed, 
rails under, for miles with engines re- 
versed, by a whale over a hundred feet 
long. It is added that ‘‘the fish was 
captured, but the steamer was badly 
damaged ’’ as the result of its twenty- 
bours’ battle, and had to put in for re- 
pairs.—Farmington Chronicle. 


—The good people of Rutland, Mass., 
are up inarms because the state has 
purchased a large tract of land on which 
to establish a prison reservation, fearing 
that it will injure the town. The prison 
reservation is not intended to be a con- 
vict camp, as no inmate of the state 
prison is to be employed there. The 
plan is simply to employ prisoners who 
are now in jails and houses of correc- 
tion whom the'state cannot keep at work 
under the anti-contract laws. Not over 
100 men can be kept there at a time, 
and they will be strictly guarded. The

Atlantic School Lot. 


An adjourned meeting of the City 
Council was held_at Music ball, Atlan- 
tic, Friday, Oct. 30, to give a heariog 
on petitions from that ward for a new 
school lot. It was anticipated that 
there would be a warm meeting, but 
during the past few days matters have 
developed so that the ward is now 
nearly unanimous for the Wasson lot 
situated on the corner of Newbury 
avenue and Botolph street. It was sup- 
posed that this lot could not be pur- 
chased for less than 25 cents per foot, 
Before the hearing was opened, how- 
ever, President Alden read a letter from 
H. O. Parker, agent for the owners, 
offering the lot for 18 cents. 

There was a very large attendance at 
the meeting including many ladies. 
Councilmen Meyer aad Walsh were the 
only absent members. 

Among those present were Charles F. 
Knowlton, Comoniissioner of Publie 
Works, and Charles H. Porter, chair- 
man of the Schoo! Committee. 

Henry Von Emden started the ball 
rolling. He said he was one of the 
signers for the Sagamore street lot as 
he believed that would be better than 
the Faxon road lot. 

He believed the Faxon road lot too 
far from the school centre. The Wasson 
lot, however, was the only school lot 
in the city. It might annoy him as 
he lived near it, but he thought per- 
sonal feelings should be sacrificed ia 
the matter. He thought it the best 
location in Atlantic. 

In reply to a question as to what his 
opinion was of the Sagamore street lot, 
he said he wauted to get the schovl in 
the best location; where it would show 
itself. It was not as desirable as the 
Wasson lot. If located on the Faxon 
road lot it might be blown away ina 
November gale. 

W. F. Cummings said there were a 
number who preferred the Sagamore 
street lot to the Faxon road lot. A 
new proposition now comes up that we 
are pleased with. The concensus of 
opinion showed all favor this proposi- 
tion. If we can not have this we stand 
for the Sagamore street lot. 

The speaker exhibited a mapshowing 
the lovation of the present school and 
the three sites proposed. In the Mont- 
clair and Norfolk Downs depot district 
there were 99 children attending the 
school. At the Walnut street aud 
Nepooset bridge end, Io Norfolk 
Downs 47, and in Atlantic proper 186. 

The Wasson lot is near the centre of 
the densely populated section, He 
understood that the old building would 
not be given up as by the time the new 
building waa built there would be 700 
school children in this ward, so that 
we must use both buildings. ‘There 
was gravel enough on the Wasson lot 
to pay the differtnce between the two 
lots. 

Ex-Representative Frank E. Badger 
said the Wasson lot had been considered 
for many years as the best location for 
a school buildiug in Atlantic. He did 
not favor either of the two other 
locations yet of the two the Faxon road 
lot was the most central. He did net 
cousider price of Wasson lot exhorbi- 
tant. The wishes of the people should 
be considered. 

In reply to questions, he suid, the 
Sagamore street lot was too far to one 
side. He did not think the closeness of 
the engine bonse to the Warren lot any 
detriment. Many of the signers of the 
petition had told him they favored the 
Wasson lot. Hehad failed to find any 
who did not say it was an ideal lot. 

Councilman Reardon asked if it was 
not the view of the people to build 
large enough to accommodate all the 
pupils or do you expect to build only 
large enough for one-half the pupils 
and use the old building. 

Mr. Badger, replying, said according 
to statistics there will be 7(¢0 children 
and it would take a large building. 
Consideration must also be given as to 
the future growth. We have acres of 
the finest building land in Quincy. It 
is being rapidly built upoo. This must 
be considered in choosing a school lot. 

B. Frank Thomas said, over 30 years 
ago every scholar in Atlantic was going 
to the old school on the corner of Han- 
cock and Squantum streets. These were 
the only two streets in the vicinity. it 
was supposed that was the center of the 
district. Then the present school was 
built supposing that was the centre. 
The line of growth has largely been on 
the north, and the volume of scholars 
are on that side.

Resignation Accepted. 


A Washington dispatch of Saturday 
says, Washington L. Capps was commis- 
sioned chief of the bureau of construc- 
tion and repair today, with the rank of 
rear admiral. Rear Admiral Bowles 
bade good-by to his assistants in the 
department. He will leave for Massa- 
chusetts tomorrow to assume his duties 
as president of the Fore River Ship 
and Engine Company in Quincy. 

Admiral Bowles of the navy, 
tendering his formal resignation 
Presdident Roosevelt, wrote: 

‘*An opportunity having offered it- 
self enabling me to continue profes- 
sional work in private life under such 
circumstances that the advantages to 
my family could not be overlooked, I 
part with profound regret from duties 
are congenial and from the 
strong personal ties formed by 28 years’ 
service io the navy.’ 

President Roosevelt replied as follows: 

‘“*My Dear Admiral Bowles—Your 
resignation of the appointment as chief 
constractor, United States navy, and of 
your commission as naval constructor, 
to take effect on the 3ist inst., has 
been received, and I accept it with 
regret. Your services to the navy, and, 
therefore, to the country as a whole, 
bave been notable, and I desire to 
express my sincere appreciation of 
them. ’’

The Vicksburg Daily Herald of Nov, 
6 says: The dedication of the Massa- 
chusetts state monument on the Vicks- 
burg National Military Park, which is 
a fixture for Saturday, November 14, 
sbould be as it doubtless will, a great 
event. While it is to be a Massa- 
chusetts state affair, to be generally 
managed by the governor of Massa- 
chusetts and the commission from that 
state, that does not mean that the good 
people of the Bay State desire it to be 
exclnsively so,so far as attendance goes; 
in fact the greater the local interest 
manifested in the affair the more grati- 
fying will it be to Gov. Bates and the 
people of that state who accompany 
him. 

Mr. H. H. Kitson of Quincy, Mass., 
the accomplished and experienced 
gentleman who is on the ground mak- 
ing arrangements to erect the monu- 
ment, has received telegrams from Gov. 
Bates intimating that he has extended 
invitations to Gov. Longino, as repre- 
senting the stateand Mayor Trowbridge, 
as representing the city, to participate 
in the ceremony. He bas every reason 
to believe that av invitation will be ex- 
tended also to Gov.-elect Vardaman and 
to others prominent in state aod munie- 
ipal affairs, 

The party will leave Boston Tuesday 
next, Nov. 10, to reach here over the 
Queen & Crescent route the morning of 
the 14th. 

The itinerary of the distinguished 
party is printed on a neat and compre- 
hensive folder card, from which the 
fullowing points are obtained:

evening was Rev. T. I. Gasson, S. J., 
professor of ethics at Boston College, 
who addressed the moeting on ‘‘The 
Essentials of the Catholic Faith.’ 
Other guests were Rey. Ellery C. Butler 
of the First church, and George R. 
Regan, David J. Tilley and H. L. 
Hovey of the Young Men’s Catholic 
Association of Boston. 

The usual dinner proceeded the meet- 
ing. President W. M. Hatch, in, in- 
troducing the speaker, said that it had 
never seemed to him that people have 
suffered so much from the want of 
religion as from religion itself. From 
the earliest times of civilization down 
to recent years, men have in the names 
of almost every religious belief, hated, 
reviled, tortured, even murdered each 
other, and we are appalled at these 
crimes which were perpetrated in the 
name of religion. Thank God, in these 
latter days, men are saying, come Itt 
us reason together. Tonight, we have 
with us, a Roman Catholic priest, a 
Jesuit Father. Here at our invitation 
to tell us the real beliefs of the Roman 
Catholic Church. To me this marks a 
vast step in liberal thought. I take 
pleasure in introducing Fr. Gasson. 

Fr. Gasson, in opening, said he was 
somewhat embarrassed at addressing a 
meeting so unusual as this. It was 
unusual for one of his faith. This was 
the first time a Jesuit ever addressed a 
meeting like this. Perhaps it is the 
first time you have ever seen a real 
live Jesuit. To many our life is unin- 
telligible, because we stand, like the 
soldier, always on guard, and may be 
called at any moment to go to any part 
of the world. We know where we arise 
in the murning, but never know where 
we will sleep that night. 

I came simply to tell you of the 
essentials of the Catholic belief. 

“The ties which bind nearly two 
hundred and_ sixty-five millions of 
human beings into a compact organiza- 
tion, living an active vigorous life, 
must ever command the consideration 
of intelligent observers. The bonds of 
kinship, of nationality, of similar in- 
terests are readily understood and ac- 
counted for. [tis far otherwise with 
the ties of religion. These pass beyond 
the lines of blood-relationship and 
transcend the limits of national aspira- 
tion. 

‘What, then, are the links which so 
effectively unite the Catholic body that 
neither persecution from without nor 
treachery from within has ever been 
able to break them. We may, for the 
sake of brevity reduce them to four: 

The existence of a Supreme Being, 
as made known by the light of reason. 

The unfolding of religious truth as 
made by this Supreme Being. 

This revelation has been made through 
Christ, and throngh those messengers 
who either prepared the way for Christ 
or recvived their commission from him. 

Finally, this revelation finds its di- 
rect and adequate exposition in the 
teachings of the church Catholics. 
These are the foundation stones upon 
which the edifice of Catholicity rests, 

Moreover, the church claims to be not 
merely the depository of revealed truth, 
but the authoritative moral teacher and 
guide of humanity, She is not an am- 
biguous document, not a mere relic of 
bygone wisdom, but a perpetual liviog 
power, an unfailing guide, and an abso- 
lutely trustworthy adviser in those 
matters which belong to the range of 
her activity. 

She holds that the divine spirit has 
not suspended his action, that true 
religious life is not a meshwork of 
accident and of buman motives, but 
the harmonious development, under the 
influence of the Holy Spirit, of man’s 
higher faculties along the lines of the 
loftiest spiritual perfection. 

‘‘For this man needs a teacher who 
will never fail, and this is what the 
church avers that she is. Her children 
may wander from moral righteousness, 
bat this is in spite of her teachings not 
because of them. 

The unfailing guidance in matters of 
faith and of morals which she asserts 
for herself is not a weight keeping 
down human endeavor, but an expert 
leader who directs travellers to the 
heights which she knows accurately; it 
is like the life-line which allows the 
swimmer to venture boldly into depths 
which would prove too much for his 
unaided powers. 

The living voice must speak for the 
present and for the future, and as the 
pupils learn, it must uofold fuller and 
deeper meanings. ’’ 

In closing, the speaker explained the 
doctrine of indulgence and infallibility, 
which be said were much misunder- 
stood. As to the Pope, the church 
holds that with the last apostle, the 
cebristian revelation was like a seed or 
a flowering bud. Many of our Popes 
have been disgraceful men. What we 
hold is this: that as teachers of man- 
kind in these matters they are preserved 
by a kind of holy spirit from teaching 
error. I hope you will take this Ingical 
view of their religion as you run across 
Catholics. 

At the close of the address President 
Hatch thanked the speaker for his talk 
which had been a most interesting and 
instructive one.

we can do to solve it,’’ will you allow 
me through your columns to express my 
regret that so few were present to take 
part in it? 

However one’s own household work 
may be accomplished—whetber by the 
aid of one, two, or ten servants, or if 
the mistress of the uouse does her own 
work hiring occasional assistance the 
problem is still one of pressing and 
universal importance. Present condi- 
tions bring distress and annoyance from 
which family life everywhere suffers— 
difficalties in securing skilled labor in 
the housshold for long or sbort periods 
affect people both of large and small 
means and in these days when all sub- 
jects are discussed from Browning to 
babies inclusive a discussion of the 
principles 


vice problem from the standpoint of 
employer and the employed, it would 
seem should receive ready and general 
attention from intelligent women. 

Considering the subject theoretically, 
it is difficuit to understand why domes- 
tic service, more than any other em- 
ployment, should coustitute a problem. 
Here is a department of labor which 
means an unfailing, ever enlarging 
field for woman’s work. It dors not in- 
volve competition uf women with men 
and the consequent lowering of wages 
of both as in so many other wage earn- 
ing employments, 

It is financially profitable—board and 
Wages counted, the average household 
worker making from $350 to $550 a 
year, or as much as the average school 
teacher, +terographer or dressmaker r 
the better paid workers in shops or 
factories. Finilly, owing to the con- 
ditions under which house work is per- 
formed necessitating slight expense for 
dress, none for laundry, or for getting 
to and from work, the house worker 


desiring to do so is able to save more. 
in proportion to her wages than workers 


in almost any other employment. 
Obvious objections to household work 
—long and indefivite hours, employers 
too often unreasonable and inconsiderate 
inadequate board and room accommoda- 
tion and lack of respect for house work 
as a profession—all these can be done 
away with when intelligent wage 
earners generally come to appreciate 
the advantages of domestic service and 
in any number enter into it by their 


intelligence and efficiency commanding , 


respect for their profession and respect 


and fair treatment for themselves 
individually. 
Yet there is unioubtelly a deep 


seated and wide spreid prejudice 
against household service, any other 
available employment being preferred 
by the average woman. May it not 
come to pass €ventually that men with 
their keen business instinct and appre- 
ciation of industrial needs and condi- 
tions shall feel impelled to bring their 
commou sense to bear upon the domes- 
tic service problem and endeavor to 
change the point of view of their 
women Find. 

The Gospel of Hard Work, with head 
and hand, has long been preached to 
American men and to their honor, be 
it said, they have heard it gladly—it 
remains for them to appreciate the fact 
that for women to work with head and 
hand is equally valuable and that for 
such work domestic service is on the 
whole for the average woman worker 
the most available, hegithful and the 
best paid. Might it nét be worth while 
for labor commissions, trades unions 
and other men's organizations, to turn 
their attention especially to this ques- 
tion, most vital and of universal appli- 
cation? 

Meanwhile the more serivus discus- 
sions of the domestic service problem 
among both employersand wage earners 
the bitter and the more serious the 
attitude of the public toward this prob- 
lem of increasing dimensions, the 
better. The too frequent jocular allu- 
sions in newspapers and magazine 
articles to “the Revolt against Biddy”’ 
**Servant Galism,’* etc. are unsuitable 
in alluding to an occupation most 
honorable in that it ministers to the 
we'fare of the home, the primary 
source of human happiness and progress 
and discourteous to the many worthy 
and intelligent women workers engaged 
in it.

They see that in case General Wood's 
confirmation is acomplished, he would 
become head of the army in 10s and 
owing to his age might remain such 
until 1924, thus excluding many older 
officers from holding the much coveted 
position in turn for much shorter 
periods. General Wood was formerly 
Colonel of the Rough Riders and is a 
great friend of President Roosevelt. 
Wood’s real advancement however came 
when he was appointed a_brigadier- 


general by President McKinley, and his} 


present advancement is merely the re 
sult promoting him one grade accord- 
ing to seniority. At the out-break of 
the Spanish War, General Wood was an 
army surgeon, with rank of Captain. 
This fact tends to increase the hostility 
of the regular officers to him. It is be- 
lieved that a majority of the Senate is 
in favor of confirming the nomination, 
and it is doubted that either Rathborne 
or the army officers can sustain any 
charges against the fortunate general. 

Dr. Crum’s nomination comes to the 
Senate for the third time. Twice it was 
not acted upon, and the negro collector 
was then named as a recess appoint- 
ment. Despite the hostility of the 
South Carolina Senators and white 
people of Charleston, the President is 
determined to keep Crum in his place 
unless the Senate refuses to contirm the 
nomination, 

M. Philippe Bunau-Vatilla, the duly 
accredited Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of Panama to 
the United States was officially received 
by the President last Friday, and the 
infant republic of Panama was thus 
recognized by this government as one 
of the sovereign nations of the world. 
This recognition is complete and un- 
qualitied, and unless there is serious 
opposition to the President’s course on 
the part of Congress, negotiations for 
building of the canal will begin at 
once, For this purpose three com 
missioners are on their way here from 
Panama to assist M. Varilla. The 
Panama government favors granting us 
a perpetual lease of a strip ten miles 
wide across the Isthmus. The new 
government has called a constitutional 
convention and expects to be per- 
manently established under a constitu- 
tioa similar to that of Cuba, in about 
thirty days. Large bodies of Colom 
bian troops are said to be hurrying 
toward the Isthmus, but as our war- 
ships will not let them land at 
either Panama or Colon it will be 
dificult if not impossible, for them 
to attack Panama. In fact it would 
seem to follow logically from our recog 
nition of the new republic, to which 
we shall have to apply the obligations 
of the treaty of 1846, that our govern- 
ment sbould forbid the Colombian 
troops from approaching the territory 
reserved for the canal. 

Opposition to the President's haste 
in recognizing the Republic of Panama 
is brewing in Congress, especially 
among Democratic members. It is be- 
lieved that Senator Hoar will also 
oppose the Adwinistration, although 
be refuses to commit himself until 
further information is at hand. That 
part of the President's aunual message 
to Congress which referred to the canal 
negotiatious will have to be changed on 
account of the new state of affairs on 
the Isthmus; but the statement as orig- 
inally written has been made public 
and will cause much comment. The 
President says that, ‘*Wecan no longer 
submit to trifling or insincere dealing 
on the part of those whom the accident 
of possession has placed in temporary 
control of the ground through which 
the route must pas3; that if they will 
come to an agreement with us ina 
Straightforward fashion we shall in re- 
turn act not only with justice, but with 
generosity; and that if they fail to 
come to such an agreement with us, 
we must forthwith take the matter into 
our own hands.”’ 

Many petitions have been received by 
the Senate from every part of the coun- 
try, asking that Senator Reed Smoot of 
Utah be expelled from the Senate, be- 
cause he isan apostle of the Mormon 
church, which claims supreme authority 
to control its members in civi! as weil 
as religous affairs, and has taken an 
oath of highest allegiance to a govern- 
ment other than that of the United 
States of America. Tne petitioners 
have given up hepe of proving that 
Senator Smoot is a polygamist, and have 
adopted this latter ground for demon- 
strating his ineligibility. The petitions 
show that thousands of printed blanks 
were distributed throughout the coontry 
with iostructions to sign and send them 
to United States senators. The phrase- 
ology is in many instances is identical, 
showiog that they emanated from the 
same source. The case is referred to 
the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions, and Senator Hoar claimed that 
as the question was a judicial one, the 
petitions were as mach out of order as 
if they were sent in a case peodivg in 
the Supreme Court. Senator Dubois of 
Idaho cenied this, saying, ‘‘I contend 
that these various organizations of 
Christian men and women have a right 
tu petition the Senate and that it is 
their duty to do so. They represent 
the moral thought of the country and 
should not be discouraged.’’

Old Times Thanksgiving. 


The Thanksgiving feast of a century 
ego had a charm to it that today seems 
to be lacking, says the Seattle Times. 
Here is a description of one of these 
celebrations: 

“In the great red farmhouse on the 
hill preparations were begun long before 
the day. The turkey that stalked before 
the dooryard had been watched with 
hungry ¢ and fattened with urgent

care. Pumpkins had been brought from 
the cornfield to sun themselves on the 


wood pile. Ah, it was a sure sign of 
the day’s approach, and they might 
have defended their right to be there 
without being laughed at by the an- 
cient chronicler's words, ‘Let no man 
make a jest at pumpkins, for with this 
fruit the Lord was pleased to feed his 
people to their good content till corn 
and cattle were increased!’ A goodly 
supply of all garden vegetables was at 
hand. Apples and pears, the best in the 
orchard, had been gathered and hidden 
away in the dark to mellow. Alas for 
the feast if there was not molasses 
enough to be had! There could be none 
without it. Stores of raisins and citrun 
had been laid in, so there was some- 
thing for the girls to do while the boys 
looked after the popcorn, which had 
been seasoning in their wood shed 
chamber, or ked up walnuts under 
the old shagbark tree in the pasture. 
Then there was a deal of work neces- 
sary within the house—the wedding 
china to be bsought out, the brasses all 
to be polished, especially the ancestral 
andirons, and the spare chambers to be 
set in order, with extemporized beds in 
every available corner—all ready for 
the homecoming.

High School Enlargement. 


The evlargment of the Quincy High 


although one appropriation order has 
been voted down. The question is, can 
the City Council get together? And 
also, will the School Committee get to- 
gether ? 

At the City Council this week two 
pew orders were introduced looking 
toward the enlargement. Not knowing 
that any other order was to be intro- 
duced Councilman Nichols of Wollaston 
offered the following which opens the 
competition to all: 


Ordered—That the Committee on 
Public Buildings are hereby requested 
to secure plans from such responsible 
architects as may desire to present 
plans for their consideration for the 
enlargement of the High school, and 
that said committee after securing the 
approval of the School Committee of a 
satisfactory plan report as soon as may 
be an order for the necessary appropri- 
ation therefor. 


The above order was referred to the 
Committee on Public Buildings. 

Shortly after Councilman Thompson 
offered an order which is limited to the 
plans of Mr. Wright and reads as fol- 
lows: 


Ordered,—That the sum of $55,000 be 
aud hereby is appropriated to be ex- 
pended under the directions of the 
Commissiover of Public Works for the 
construction of an additional wing on 
the north side of the present High 
schoo] building, and for installing the 
necessary heating, ventilating and 
Sanitary apparatus, according to plans 
submitted by Albert H. Wright, archi- 
tect, and the City Treasurer is hereby 
authorized and directed to borrow or 
raise the above named sum, and to 
is-ue therefor ten notes or bonds dated 
December 1, 1903, for $5,500 each, one 
note of bond to become due on Decem- 
, ber 1, 1904, and one om December 1, of 
each succeeding year until all are paid, 
the rate of interest not to exceed four 
per cent per annum. 


This or’er was referred to the joint 
committee on Finance and Public 
Buildings. 

Thus far the School Committee have 
refused to approve the Wright plans, 
aud the City Council has rejected the 
Gould plans. No appropriation can be 
made for the enlargement of a school- 
house until the School Committee 
approve plans. 

Another thing which may prevent ap 
appropriation this year, is the fact 
jthat Quincy is near the debt limit. 
Ssould the Council pass the loan order 
for $50,000 now pending there would 
not be sufficient leeway. 


Water Pipe Loan Order. 


If a saving is to be effected by con- 
tracting in 1903 for water pipe to 
be used in 1904, why is it necessary 
| to appropriate more for wa‘er pipe thao 

was expended last year when prices 
were higher? The City Book of 1902 
shows that the sum of $9,554.45 was 
paid the Warren Foundry and Machine 
Co. for pipe. Now it is proposed to 
make a loan of $10,000 for the purchase 
of pipe fur 1904. 

If the order is passed, the loan will 
probably be negotiated immediately, 
giving the administration of 1903 the 
sum of $10,000 to meet current ex- 
penses, as no payment would be re- 

| quired on the pipe until 1904. 

It further shows the desperate straits 
into which our city has plunged itself 
financially. 

Why not date the notes Feb. 1 or 
March 1 instead of Dec. 1 this year, 
jand thereby sive interest? What the 
city may save on a low contract it will 
lose on interest. The purpose of the 
loan at this time is clearly to keep the 
city out of a hole financially, but is 
only postponing the date. 

The city should economize on its an- 
nual expenditure for water construction. 
It should not be necessary to appropri- 
ate $30,000 or more annually, now that 
the city is well piped. Since the pur- 
chase of the water plant over ten years 
ago, at a cost of over $700,000, the city 
has paid maturing water debt to the 
amount of about $30,000 annvally, 
yet the water debt on January 1 last 
was $720,000. If we are to reduce the 
water debt and save interest we must 
make smaller appropriations for ex- 
tensions. 

lf the adminisration of 1904 desires 
to economize on water appropriations, 
it should be given an opportunity and 
not find itself confronted with a bill of 
$10,000 for pipe when only $5,000 
worth of pipe is required. 

Taxpayers migbt be surprised, if they 
knew bow much of this money, bor- 
rowed on a 30-year loan, was actaally 
used for current expenses. 


White House Turkey. 


Two days before Thanksgiving. for 
the last thirty years, a neat wooden 
box has been placed on board the train 
at the Westerly (R. L) station bearing 
the printed direction, “To the Presi- 
dent, Washington, D. C.” In the op- 
per left hand corner is more printed 
information to the effect that the pox 
is sent by “Horace Vose, Dealer In 
Horses, Hogs and Poultry.” 

In November, 1873. when the first 
box was sent on Its way froin the 
Westerly station, Ulysses S. Grant was 
In the White House, and that box con- 
tained the turkey which’ graced the 
presidential table at the Thanksgiving 
feast. A big fellow it was, too, dress- 
ing thirty-six pounds, a fact of which 
the sender was justly proud. 
| President Grant acknowledged the 
receipt of the big bird in a courceous 
}note of thanks, and ever since then 
each succeeding year has seen a simi- 
lar box containing a turkey as like in 
quality and size as possible sent on its 
way to the nation’s capital, and a few 
days later every year a similar note of 
thanks is received by Mr. Vose, signed 
either by the president himself or by 
his private secretary.—Boston Herald. 


Thanksgiving in Porto Rico. 

In Porto Rico Thanksgiving day, or 
“Dia de Gracias,” as it is there termed, 
ls honored by the closing of govern- 
ment offices and appropriately ob- 
served. The stores are open on half 
time only, the plantation works are 
Idle and the people of town and coun- 
try seize the occasion for an inter- 
éhange of visits. As an excuse for 
idleness merely the Porto Rican labor- 
er hails the “Dia de Gracias” with joy 
and promises himself indulgence in a 
“danza” or perchance a surreptitious 
tockfight. The bulk of the population 
bas been convinced that Thanksgiving: 
is a day to be celebrated with almost! 
as much gusto as the “Cuatro de Ju- 
lio,” or glorious Fourth, and even with- 
out the mental reservation many were 
accustomed to make at the commemo- 
ration of our republic’s natal day, no 
official affirmation being needed as to 
Its right to “follow the flag.”—New 
York Post.

temporarily for a period not exceedinz 
six months, as the same may be re- 
quired from time to time during the 
next two months, an amount not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate fifty thousand 
dollars, and to give the negotiable pute 
or notes of the city therefor, said sum 
to be used in paying current expenses 
and for meeting outstanding notes of 
the city. 

The $50,000 lean order introduced 
intu the City Council this week will, if 
passed, make high taxes next year. It 
is different from otber loan orders in 
that its purpose is to raise money to 
pay ‘‘current expenses.’’ It is really a 
deficit order, although strictly there 
probably would be no deficit if all the 
back taxes were collected. Being a 
loan for current expenses it must all 
be paid next year. 

The property valuation of the city 
being $23,000,000, an assessment of $1 
per $1000 wuuld raise $23,000. There- 
fore, if the $50,000 loan order is paid 
pext year it will in itself require a 
tax rate of over $2. This added toa 
tax rate of $17.30 or more, would make 
the tax rate of 1904 about $20 per $1000. 

The proposed loau must also be 
witbin the debt limit of the city, and 
until it is paid there probably will be 
no leeway for High school enlargement 
or other large improvements, 

Naturally, one asks, could 
finances of the city be much worse than 
at present.

BIRTHPLACE JOHN ADAMS 


Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1837 by Adams Chapter 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic socities admitted free, although con- 
tributions are welcome to defray expenses of 
keepiog house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the general public. 

BIRTHPLACE JUHN QUINCY ADAMS. 


Junction of Franklin street, Presidents road 
and Independence avenue. Built 1716, restored 
1896 by the Quincy Historical society. Open 
to public afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission 
charged. 

BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congrezational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
bearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of Joha Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vaults 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Ad ission may b2 «curd on 
upplicat-on to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank builging, whose office 
hours areSa.mM.tol2m.and2to5 p.m.

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rev. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 174% Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and bis 
men of Plymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 
tum. 

SQUAW ROCK. 

Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 

ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 


Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adams, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railroad in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 

MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 

On the beach to the left and back of Sytir 
tum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish aud his party breakfasted and thence 
started to explore the country around B ston 
Bay. 

¥ DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Has quaint old paper on parlor put on 
for wedding of John Hancock and Dorothy 
Quincy; also secret chamber and other inter- 
esting features. Private house, not open to 
public. 

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street. 
mear Mansion. Opened by John Adams to 
drive his cows to pasture.

A Pigeon Pie For Thanksgiving. 

Pluck and dress six pigeons, split 
them in halves down the breast and 
back. Put some small disks of salt 
pork in a large saucepan over the fire. 
| When fried crisp remove the pork and 
put in a large onion, cut in thin slices, 
and let them fry a nice brown in the 
fat. Then put in the pigeons and let 
them brown on both sides; add a little 
butter. After the birds are well 
browned pour in enough water to cov- 
,er them to half their depth, season 
| well with salt and pepper and let them 
‘simmer gently till quite tender; then 
add half a pint of cream, and when it 
bubbles add two tablespoonfuls of flour 
well dissolved in half a pint of cream. 
Stir it briskly to keep from lumping. 
Next take out the pigeons, lay them 
nicely in a deep baking dish, pour the 
gravy over them; make a rich pie crust, 
roll it out, lay it over the birds, mois- 
ten the edge of the dish so the crust 
adheres, cut a few little gashes in the 
crust, stand the dish in a moderate 
oven and let the pie bake three-quar- 
ters of an hour. Cover the top with 
buttered paper to keep it from burn- 
Ing too fast. 


Thanksgiving Decorations. 

If one has access to country fields in

tic material for Thanksgiving decora- 
tion. The downy thistle balls picked 
at the right time are effective mixed 
with autumn vines and berries. 

It should not be forgotten that au- 
fumn leaves may be gathered at the 
moment of their greatest beauty in 
late October or early November and 
beautifully preserved by being dipped 
lightly in a weak gum arabic water. 
When dry they should be kept in boxes, 
carefully and lightly packed, as the 
treatment makes them very brittle. 
By this method, however, their colors 
are preserved, and they may be used 
repeatedly.—Harper’s Bazar.

A little informa- 
tion and a moment's reflection will show 
any intelligent person why the hospital 
is avery important adjunct of every 
large civilized community, especially 
for the care and treatment of surgical 
cases. If one could only witness the 
operating room of any well conducted 
hospital and note the great precautions 
taken in regard to cleanliness and per- 
fect aseptic, or non-germ-conveying con- 
ditions, be would never wish to have 
any friend or relative of bis own oper- 
ated on or cared for in his own home, 
no matter how well furnished or how 
fully equipped. 

In many modern hospitals the oper- 
ating table, the walls, and every article 
of furniture used, are of glass or marble, 
or of some other material equally im- 
pervious to infection and capable of be- 
ing thoroughly cleansed. As a result, 
wounds do not become contaminated 
but heal up readily, and the long, slow 
fever and suppuration which formerly 
always followed asurgical operation are 
It is dificult, 
if not impossible, to secare such condi- 
tions and results in a private 
house. 

Kuowing something of this, it has 
become more and more the custom for 
patients requiring surgical treatment to 
go to the large hospitals in Boston from 
all over New England. In some places 
successful movements for local hospitals 
have been inangurated. No town of5,- 
000 people should be without local 
hospital. Aside from importance 
for use in accidents and other surgical

cases, there should be some place where 
the stranger taken suddenly sick can be 
cared for, and where a corps of nurses 
can be trained for regular routine work 
among the sick which must be carried 
on every day throughout the community 
under the guidance of the local physi- 
cians.

Low Wages in Japan. 


Frank G. Carpenter, describing the 
‘Chances for Young Men in the Far 
East,’’ writes from Japan to The S.t- 
urday Evening Post: 

**Mechavics are paid less than twen- 
ty-five cents a day; carpenters and 
plasterers receive twenty-one cents, 
stone cutters and masons twenty-three 
cents and brick-layers twenty-four cents 
per day. Shoemakers are paid seven- 
teen cents, paperhangers twenty-one 
cents, jewelers twenty-two cents, and 
saddlers and harness-makers twenty 
cents. Those who make tobacco and 
cigars get seventeen cents, compositors 
and printers seventeen cents, and black- 
smiths twenty cents. Tailors who can 
make Kuropean clothes receive twenty- 
six cents, and common workmea who 
do the Lardest of manual labor are paid 
tweuty-oue cents a day. On the farms 
men are paid thirteen cents and women 
receive eight cents per day. Of the 
weavers, men get twelve cents and the 
women eight cents a day and in other 
manufacturing industries about the 
Same, the wages ranging from ten to 
twenty-five cents, with less wages for 
women and children, the latter often 
receiving not mure than five or six cents 
aday. These wages, it must be re- 
membered, are the average wages over 
the Empire. In some of the cities they 
are higher, and in others lower. 


Maltreated Store Clerks. 


“The reputation which some large 
stores get for being disobliging to their 
customers or having uncivil clerks coald 
in the majority of cases be traced di- 
rectly back to the shoppers themselves, '* 
writes Edward Bok, of ‘‘Systemless 
Shopping,’’ in the Ladies’ Home Jour- 


nal, ‘*I make no claim of perfection 
for the clerks who stand behind the 
counters of our great stores where 


women shop. They are only common 
mortals, full of faults. But consider- 
ing what they are called uponto go 
through and endure at the bands of 
thoughtless women, the constant wonder 
is that they are so civil and obliging. 
if the truth could be known it would 
be found that they suffer far more than 
they inflict suffering. If the roll could 
be called of hard-working, innocent 
girls who have lost their positions be- 
cause of illfuunded complaints made by 
‘influential ’ customers whose accounts 
the firm could not afford to lose, it 
would be a roll of disgrace to American 
shoppers, The girls bebind the counter 
are human—although from the actions 
of some women we might believe other- 
wise—human in their faults, but also 
in their finer feelings.

The financial articles in the Daily 
Ledger of late have been a revelation to 
many taxpayers, who have been sur- 
prised at the situation cf the city. 
They have told the Ledger so, and say 
a public service has been done in pre- 
senting the facts, There is no disposi- 
tion on the part of the city administra- 
tion, or any of the city officials to dis- 
cuss the situation, or to deny the facts. 
Some say the city owes the large bills, 
notes, assessments, etc., and they must 
be made. No one desires to repudiate 
them, but let it be done legally, openly 
and without any attempt to blind the 
voters and the taxpayers. 

Tell them why not a cent bas this 
year been collected on the unpaid taxes 
of 1895, 1896 and 1897, which are 
carried as an asset. The following 
summary shows the uncollected taxes 
by years on Jan. 1 last, and the amount 
collected to Nov. 1:

Fried Smelts.

Drain 
on brown paper and serye with sauce 
Tartare, Care should be taken that too 
many of the smelts are not putin at 
once, and the fat should be rebeated 
for each basketful, The smelts were 
prettily served with the sauce in a small 
dish in the centre of the platter, the 
smelts arranged around it and garnished 
with parsley, lemon and fried gelatine. 
The fried gelatine is added only for its 
pretty appearance, and is prepared by 
droppiog ordinary gelatine into hot fat 
fora moment. It becomes pure white 
and has a mossy appeasance.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Dec. 14, 1903. 

Panama affairs called forth a sharp 
party debate in the House, It was 
started unexpectedly during the dis- 
eussion of the pension appropriation 
bill, when Mr. Dinsmore, Democrat of 
Arkansas, got the floor and made the 
statement that the President had 
usurped power and disobeyed the law 
by bis actions in Panama. Mr. Hitt, 
Republican of Illinois and Chairman of 
the Committee on Foreiga Affairs, came 
to the defense of the Administration 
and was followed by Mr. Williams, the 


Democratic leader who set forth the 
views of his party. 

‘*Here is the law,’’ said Mr. Dins- 
more, ‘*Did the President obey it? 


Everybody knows that he made no pre- 
tense of obeying the law. He has not 
even vouchsafed to Congress, 
he violated, the slightest 
excuse. Is he above the law? Indeed, 
Mr. Chairman, if this is true we have 
come upon evil times wheo the execu- 
tive power can usurp authority and 
cast aside the express wish of Congress 
declared in the law.’’ The law referred 
the Spooner act which 
the President to negotiate 
with Nicaragua after negotiations with 
Colombia failed. As the President 
declared in his message, he considered 
the act to refer to the 
without reference to the government 
which might be sovereign the 
territory. This interpretation is agreed 
by the Republicans, 
course Senator Spooner.

This fact 
seems to have aroused the President's 
friends who have issued emphatic state- 
ments that he wil! be the choice of the 
convention, 

Senators Dolliver, Penrose, Hale, 
Frye and Platt of Connecticut are 
among the many Republican senators 
who dictated statements in behalf of 
Mr. Roosevelt's candidacy. The Re- 
publican national committeemen, who 
are now in session here, have been 
interviewed on the subject and are 
almost unanimous for the President. 
The expressions in his favor have been 
so positive, that it is now regarded as 
certain that Mr. Roosevelt will lead the 
Republican party next fall, to victory 
or defeat as the ballots will decide. 

tepresentative Gardner of Massachn- 
setts has introduced a bill in the House 
providing for a commission to consider 
and recommend legislation for the de- 
velopment of the American merchant 
marine. The commission is to consist of 
the secretary of the Navy, the Postmaster 
General, the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor and three members from the House 
and Senate. It is to investigate and 
and report to Congress at the next ses- 
sion what legislation it holds desirable 
for the development of the merchant 
marine, commerce and a national mail 
service of adequate auxiliary cruisers. 

This bill is likely to pass as it em- 
bodies recommendations made to Con- 
gress in the President's annual message. 
If passed it will probably take the place 
of « ship-subsidy bill. 

Senator Burrews, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, bas called a meeting of the 
committee to consider the case of Sen- 
ator Reed Smoot of Utah, for whose 
expulsion from the Senate petitions 
have been received from forty different 
stites. The case has aroused much 
interest and is similar to thatof Brig- 
ham H. Roberts who was expelled from 
the House a few years ago on the ground 
that he was a polygamist. 

There are two charges against Senator 
Smoot. It is claimed that he isa po- 
lygamist, although he denies it and it 
is generally believed that the charge 


cannot be sustained. It is likewise 
said that as an apostle of the Mormon 
church he has taken an oath of alle- 
giance to that body as the higest civil 
aod military authority, and  conse- 
quently this oath is incompatible with 
his oath as Senator of the United States. 


The position of the Mormon church in 
this matter will be investigated by the 
committee and if the charges are dis- 
covered to be correct the Senator will 
be forced to give np his seat. Itis the 
general opinion, however, that there is 
nothing in these charges, and that the 
Senator will be vindicated.

Hotes and Comments. 


—Other business may have been a 
little lighter than usual but Santa 
Claus’ employees have been very busy 
in Quincy the past week, and have 
furnished everything the patrons have 
needed. 


—The marvelous industrial develop- 
ment of the United States during the 
past decade contains no record that can 
compare with the growth of our great 
iron and steel industry. ‘The whole 
fascinating story of the evolution from 
very small beginnings of the wonder- 
ful aggregation of coking ovens, blast 
furnaces and rolling mills, which 
render the valley of the Monongahela 
the very centre of the world’s iron and 
steel industries, has never been told. 
In a special number devoted to Iron 
and Steel exclusively, the Scientific 
American presents an authoritative ac- 
count of how we have out-distanced all 
other countries in the production of 
iron and steel. How wonderful that 
development has been is shown by the 
mere fact that in 1810 there were pro- 
duced in the United States bat 53,908 
tons of pig iron, and that in 1902 the 
total output of pig iron passed far 
beyond that of our nearest competitor, 
Great Britain, reaching the huge total 
of 17,831,307 tons. Low this vast out- 
put of pig iron is converted into armor 
plate, gun steel, structural shapes, 
tubes, rails and steel and wire, besides 
a host of other things, it is this special 
number's purpose to tell. 


—The Marshfield woods have become 
a popular rendezvous for evergreen and 
holly parties from all the Plymouth 
coupty towns this week, and large 
quantities of the green stuff have been 
taken away. Each year Marshfield fur- 
nishes decorations for many a Christ- 
mas tree and at many a holiday func- 
tion. The land owners, however, draw 
the line at visitors cutting Christmas 
trees.—Hingham Journal. 


—President Lincoln's walking stick 
was sold recently at public auction in 
New York for $145. 


—Oklahoma’s delegate to Congress is 
preparing to lead a strong fight for 
the admission of that territory to state- 
hood, independent of the claims of 
other territories. According to the 
census of 1900 her population was in 
round numbers 400,000—greater than 
that of Delaware, Idabo, Montana, 
Nevada, North Dakota, Utah, Vermont 
or Wyoming. The rapid settlement of 
Oklahoma is a splendid example of the 
operation of the true Homestead law, 
where the settlers went upon the land 
and made their homes. The settler 
captured Cklahoma and the speculator 
and the cattle baron were left out. The 
consequence is a splendid and substantial 
agricultural population which entitles 
that territory to statehood.—Rockland 
Standard. 


—Signs multiply that a determined 
assault will be made upon the Legisla- 
ture this winter to get a big appropria- 
tion for fighting the gypsy moth. Even 
if it is not thought prudent to urge a 
return to the discredited policy of ‘‘ex- 
termination’’ by a small and well paid 
army of State officials, the State will 
probably be asked to put up money for 
the work which the towns ought to do. 
In this connection, the opinion of City 
Solicitor Hallowell of Medford, one of 
the municipalities in the infested dis- 
trict, is of interest. Mr. Hallowell 
holds the views which we have often 
expressed in these columns namely, 
that the matter should be treated as 
other public nuisances are treated. 
That is, the owner of every piece of. 
land should be held responsible for 
its condition. If he is found to 
barbor the gypsy moth nuisance, he 
should be ordered to abate it; and if, 
after a resonable time, he does not do 
so, it should be ubated by the local 
authorities at his expense, Mr. 
Hallowell thinks that such action 
would cause the careless land-bolders 
to act promptly for the suppression of 
the gypsy moth, and that concerted 
individual and city action would soon 
put the troublesome pest under control. 
The feeling of self-reliance thus en- 
gendered would be helpful, and while 
the pest is a menace to the entire Com- 
monwealth, & movement which places 
responsibility upon the communities 
rather than spreading it over the whole 
State is likely to bave more practical 


effect, Boston Courier. 


—According to William E. Curtis, 
the people of France are dying faster 
than they are born.

of Ohio severly criticised Mr. Hoar's 
speech, declaring that he had no right 
to ask the President to prove that he 
had spoken the truth in his message. 

President Roosevelt signed the Cuban 
reciprocity bill after it had been passed 
by the Sevate by a vote of 57 to IS. 
Speaker Cannon, President pro tem., 
Frye and President Roosevelt signed the 
bill with a gold pen which was present- 
ed by Senor Don Gonzalo de Quesada, 
the Cuban Minister, and which will 
sent to Cuba and kept on exhibition in 
the Cuban palace. The act will be 
effective ten days from the date of 
signing and then the two years cam- 
paign for reciprocity will beended with 
a victory for thosa who favored closer 
trade relations with the island republic. 

Just before the vote was taken in the 
Senate, Mr. Bailey from Texas, made 
an able speech in which he argued that 
the President and Senate did not 
possess the constitutional authority to 
negotiate a treaty reducing the tariff or 
| to make the validity of the treaty con- 

tingent on the approval of the House, 
where all revenue acts should orignate. 
This question may be taken to tbe 
Supreme Court, but friends of the 
treaty bave no doubt that the action of 
the Administration will be upheld. 

The Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs has decided to vote on January 
4 on the nomination of General Wood 
to be Major General. The majority re- 
port will no doubt be an indorsement 
of General Wood’s military and civil 
record in Cuba. The Senate will doubt- 
less accept the report of the committee 
and General Wood will receive his 
appointment. The testimony before the 
committee is to be printed and the 
General's friends feel it will vindicate 
him in the eyes of the public. An im- 
portant fact in the case, is that Secre- 
tary Root appeared before the Com- 
mittee in defense of General Wood and 
proved a strong witness in behalf of the 
latter's contirmation. 

General Bristow’s entirereport on the 
postal investigations has been published 
and each member of Congress received 
several copies. The decision to publish 
it was made by the House Committee 
on Post Offices and Post Roads, and 
was strongly urged by Mr. Bristow. 
The report of Special Attorneys Conrad 
and Bonaparts has also been given to 
the public.

Mr. John G. Johnson stated for the 
companies that the stock of the two 
railroads was not acquired for the pur- 
pose of restraining trade but to in- 
crease it; that the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act did not declare illegal the acquisi- 
tion of stock in two companies, and 
that if it did it would be unconstitu- 
tional; and finally that the pussession 
of the power to restrain trade was not 
the same as actually restraining it. 
Attorney General Knox argued that the 
Northern Securities Company was a 
combination in restrain of interstate 
commerce and consequently a violation 
of the Sherman act; that it constituted 
a@ monopoly; and that the court had 
power to prevent it. He claimed that 
it was absurd to tay that two railroads 

would compete in any real sense of the 
word after they bad come under the 
control of the same management.
